EDITORIAL 


The only cure 

While Australia gambles that its anti-vaccination zealots will cave, 
New Zealand will do well to remember what it’s up against 


A ustralia's decision to withhold benefits from parents 
who refuse to vaccinate their children is a bold but 
problematic move - one New Zealand is wise not 
to follow. 

The decision to so ruthlessly enforce this social 
obligation is, in one sense, understandable. The risk 
of a vaccination harming a child is infinitesimal 
compared with the risk of multiple children contracting horrify- 
ing and often fatal diseases such as whooping cough and polio. 
That the decision to refuse vaccination is very often founded on a 
diet of pseudoscience promulgated by unqualified self-appointed 
health messiahs makes Australia's solution the more tempting. 

However, the obvious immediate impact of withholding state 
assistance would be on the children of refusenik parents. This is 
very hard to justify. Australia is effectively 
gambling that anti-vax parents will cave. 

But there are people so militant about 
this issue that the new policy may actu- 
ally cement their resolve. Martyrs will be 
created and communities of like-minded 
people will rally round them. 

There is also the glaring inequity that 
it's the poor alone who will be coerced by 
this policy. Those who do not need state 
assistance can continue to opt out of vac- 
cination with no penalty. 

Our Government believes sufficient 
vaccination uptake progress is being made 
here. It considered and rejected a punitive approach to non- 
compliance in 2012, when the Act Party raised the possibility of 
enforcing social obligations on those receiving state assistance. It 
was the right decision. It's always better to achieve compliance by 
positive means. However, our health budget must fund ongoing 
information campaigns that highlight the imperative of keep- 
ing these terrible diseases at bay and emphasise the risks posed 
to everyone else by the minority who elect to opt out. As with 
smoking and drink-driving, heavy social pressure or even sham- 
ing is useful artillery.

of smokers only minimally controversial. Likewise, the ever 
more prescriptive mandating of child safety seats in cars, though 
expensive and inconvenient, has been accepted with little 
complaint. But where, as with vaccination, there is a significant 
division in public attitudes, even when a clear majority supports 
a tougher stance, state coercion can misfire. 

T he fmstration most people have with the anti-vaccination 
movement is its foundation in pseudoscience and, in many 
cases, an anti-science ideology. We are all increasingly prey 
to this when it comes to health, because as science advances, 
it often presents us with confusing and conflicting evidence. 
Pseudoscience offers the alluring alternative of absolutism, 
with the reassuring ring of truth. People's faith is stoked by the 
credible-seeming information, some even 
resembling robust scientific reports, which 
circulates via the internet. People sincerely 
believe they have "researched" an issue, 
when generally what they have read is far 
from the scientific gold standard: ran- 
domised, controlled studies, peer-reviewed 
by qualified scientists. Pseudoscience is 
influential and lucrative. 

Local bodies here have been spooked by 
the vehemence of anti-fluoridation cam- 
paigners. People invest in "detoxification" 
treatments that do nothing their livers and 
kidneys don't do naturally, for free. Food 
producers make a killing producing gluten-free food for consum- 
ers, many of whom are perfectly capable of digesting gluten with 
no ill effects. Bottles pile up in landfills because so many people 
have accepted the myth that thirst is not a reliable guide to 
dehydration and believe they will become dangerously desiccated 
if they don't constantly drink water. 

Self-described food experts abound with amateur theories 
based on the dot- joining of often unrelated bits of scientific fact. 
Bestselling "real food" advocate David Gillespie's latest book 
blames fructose for high blood pressure and dementia. He even 
advocates eschewing fmctose-containing vegetables such as 
carrots. This is faddy and simplistic, if not actually health-threat- 
ening. But the propensity for people to take such misguided 
dietary advice too far can be dangerous. Should parents really be 
encouraged by unqualified enthusiasts to feed their babies and 
toddlers a paleolithic diet? Can parents who fanatically exclude 
fluoridated water from their children's diets justify the probable 
tooth decay in store for their offspring for the rest of their lives? 

Education and public information, preferably by patient, non- 
patronising, qualified experts, is the only cure. I

context of war, still carries 
the stigma of shame.

"A Jewish man faces death at 
the hands of a German soldier 
in Ukraine in 1941." That's the 
caption under a photograph in 
a recent Listener ("Those four 
words", March 28).

A wounded 
Chinese man’s 
story reflects 
shared WWII 
sacrifices. 


I n my early years in Beijing, 
I started to learn to speak 
my flawed Chinese by 
going to local restaurants 
and pointing at utensils, 
dishes, doors and windows, 
enquiring after their names. 
During one such linguistic 
foray, a man about my age 
asked in broken English if he 
could help. He was a violin- 
ist in the Beijing Symphony 
Orchestra. 1 was soon a regular 
guest in the small apartment 
he shared with his parents, 
and grew close to them all. 

Years later, the 
violinist's father was 
hospitalised after a heart 
attack. I visited him 
frequently, struggling to 
accept the noisy ward, 
where people squat- 
ted next to the beds of 
their ill relatives, feeding 
and washing them. I 
remember the smell of 
sweat, fried food and 
chemicals, and how the 
doctors worked superhu- 
man hours, often every 
day of the week, usually 
surrounded by four or 
five nurses all talking 
at once about different 
problems. 

1 took food and 


newspapers to the old man, 
who seemed detached from 
the chaos around him, and 
sometimes sat next to him 
as he slept. 1 became curious 
about the significance of three 
large metal pellets kept in a 
small glass jar that was among 
his few possessions. 

"I'll tell you," he said, plac- 
ing his rough, frail hand on 
my arm. "I was 16, living in a 
village outside Beijing during 
the anti-Japanese war, when I 
joined a band of Communist 
guerrillas. From our cave near 
the Miyun Reservoir, we would 
attack outposts and small 
patrols. I was a slight teenager 
and looked a bit ridiculous car- 
rying my long, heavy wooden 
rifle, but I was proud to be a 
soldier and fight against the 
invaders. 

"One night, we were 
retreating across the frozen

reservoir to our cave after a 
raid. We did not realise that 
one of our wounded was 
bleeding so badly that when 
the sun rose, the Japanese 
soldiers were able to follow 
the trail of bright blood across 
the pristine ice and discover 
our hideout. My comrades 
were killed in the ensuing 
skirmish and I was left for 
dead, lying unconscious until 
a farmer rescued me and took 
me to his hut higher up in 
the mountains. After pouring 
baijiu [a Chinese liquor made 
from sorghum] into me to 
help me deal with the pain, he 
dug three bullets out of my leg 
and shoulder. I nearly died. I 
have always kept these bullets 
to remind me never to take life 
for granted. 

"We accepted you into our 
family because you are my 
son's good friend and we feel

a strong connection with you. 
You explained to me that your 
father and three uncles had 
fought against the fascists in 
the Second World War, and I 
realised that we share some- 
thing deeper. I saw how men 
can be brothers without ever 
meeting. Through your stories 
about your father, I saw how 
we made similar choices and 
shared similar sacrifices in the 
Second World War. You are as 
close to me as my brother's 
sons."

hina's Second World War 
began in 1931, when 
the Japanese invaded 
Manchuria, and intensified 
in 1937 when they fabricated 
an attack near the Marco Polo 
Bridge, outside Beijing. Their 
ultimately futile but mthless 
attempts to conquer China 
continued until the dropping 
of the atomic bombs in 
1945. 

Because of the stmggle 
Chinese armies and the 
Chinese people waged 
against the Japanese, 
tying up more than 12 
divisions throughout 
the war, Japan had fewer 
soldiers to send through 
Southeast Asia and were 
not as successful as 
they might otherwise 
have been in isolat- 
ing Australia and New 
Zealand. I

SAD state of affairs 

Seasonal affective disorder strikes again as Budget time looms. 


H ere's a novel and labour-saving 
idea: let's not have a Budget 
this year. 

To judge from the Prime Min- 
ister's first pre-Budget speech 
this week, the Government doesn't have 
anything much to put in one. Wouldn't 
it be a mercy just to call it off? Most of 
what was in John Key's much-ballyhooed 
address this week was not even new, but a 
reannouncement of new school building 
plans that had already been announced 
at least once before. 


returning to surplus that it has given 
itself fiscal claustrophobia. 

Whatever - the fact is, the country 
would not grind to a halt, or even 
notice, if there wasn't an official 
Budget bunfight in Wellington this 
year. This writer was in Auckland on 
Budget day a couple of years ago, 
experiencing ridiculous withdrawal 
pangs, and asked each Aucklander 
she met what they thought of the 
Budget. "The budget for what?" was a 
typical mystified response. 

All the Budget is is a budget. It's a 
plan: how much more can we spend 
on each department/state agency. 


more expensive, borrowing tougher, 
benefits less generous, whole indus- 
tries unviable overnight. But finally, 
after one too many Ruth Richardson 
specials, politicians realised how 
counterproductive and, frankly, how 
mean this was. People generally dis- 
like surprises, and the only suspense 
here was anticipating how unpleasant 
each Budget surprise would be. Not 
smart politics. 

Since the advent of admirable 
openness measures like the Public 
Finance Act, the Fiscal Responsibil- 
ity Act and the Official Information 
Act - to say nothing of Nicky Hager,

Annoyingly, people remembered they'd heard it 
before - but what could the Government do? It 
had already re-re-reannounced its broadband plans 
during the Northland by-election, so the reheat 
options were few. 

There was some extra research and develop- 
ment funding, but at $20 million a year, this is so 
embarrassingly tiny it would have been better not 
to mention it at all. We already know about the 10 
widened bridges for Northland, including at least 
one for which there is no earthly demand. 

And that, it would seem, is about it. 

If one wanted to be cynical, one would say the 
Government is all out of ideas. A kinder theory 
is we're in a comfy consolidation phase. Most 
likely, the Government has made such a fetish of 


and is there any ding left for new 
projects? Write it all down so as to 
have it all official. And then everyone 
gets on with everything. 

THE MOTHER OF A BUDGET REVOLUTION 

There is no need to continue the 
pretence that the country grinds to 
an awed standstill while the Finance 
Minister reads the Budget, because 
that hasn't happened for at least a 
couple of decades. It's tme they used 
to be a huge deal - the Anti-Christ- 
mas. Finance Ministers used to smack 
down on us from a great height, 
suddenly making aspects of our lives 


WikiLeaks and the perennially 
loose-lipped Government backbench 
- there is no such thing as Budget 
secrecy. Budget secrecy is actually 
illegal - and even were it not, it is no 
longer achievable. 

There is a degree of confidential- 
ity during the Budget preparation 
phase, but for political reasons, pretty 
well all the Government's intentions 
are strobed weeks, even months in 
advance. (Except for this year when 
there seem not to be any Govern- 
ment intentions.) 

The one remaining logical reason 
for continuing with the Budget 
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pageantry is that it gives the Government a major 
platform to showcase its plans, and no politician 
gives up a captive audience willingly. However, 
whether Budget publicity is any longer a net 
benefit to this Government is debatable. As things 
are shaping up, this year's Budget will simply draw 
attention to the lack of extra activity and options 
before us. At least, that's the way the Opposition 
and the media will be sure to frame it. 

Another way of looking at this situation is that 
we've arrived at a "steady as she goes" phase, where 
the compulsion for ministers to be mshing around 
restructuring and upheavalling and piloting things 
has blessedly abated. (Except in the case of the Min- 
istry of Business, Innovation & Employment, where 
the mega-merged staff are perpetually engaged 
in restmcturing reapplications for their own jobs 
in a sort of diminishing musical chairs, but that's 
another story.) 


It seems the Government is 
constipated, which will provide 
scatological options for a 
catchy title for the Budget. 


POINTLESS EXERCISE 

Budgets hoover up hours of time in 
Parliament to no purpose. A Budget 
debate has never brought about an 
improvement in a Budget or even a 
tiny change. It's time that could be 
much more usefully taken up with 
passing actual legislation, to make 
new things happen or improve the 
way things are happening already. 

But, ahem. Leader of the House 
Gerry Brownlee was mightily defen- 
sive the other day when Labour's 
House leader Chris Hipkins queried 
how light the order paper was look- 
ing. He has a point. There are only 
21 Government bills in the pipeline - 
not even as many as there are private 
members' bills. There's the odd block- 
buster on the way, like the Resource 
Management Act amendment, which 
Environment Minister Nick Smith 
says might now be chopped into two 
separate new bills - presumably an 
attempt to quarantine the controver- 
sial bits - but that seems likely to be 
some time away. 

Brownlee said Hipkins' 


inexperience was showing through. 
"Stand by, more is on its way!" he 
promised. 

But is it? Not everything a govern- 
ment does needs specific legislative 
sanction, but the traditionally clogged 
order paper is a sign that, for better or 
for worse, the Government has been 
able to keep its plans moving ahead. 
Besides the dragging RMA reform and 
the stalling social housing reassign- 
ment, the only seriously big reform in 
train is water rights - and the Govern- 
ment is, to use the obvious phrase, 
hosing down iwi expectations about a 
national or even a particularly prefer- 
ential access deal. 

It seems that what the Government 
is suffering from is constipation. 

This will at least provide scatologi- 
cal opportunities when the media 
and Opposition compete to find the 
traditional catchy title for Budget 
2015. We've had the Black Budget, 
the Black Frost Budget, the Half-Pack 
of Chewing Gum Budget and the 
Mother of All Budgets. Are we ready 
for the Imodium Overdose Budget? I

knows. She speaks first: "Is he dead?" "Fm 
afraid so ma'am ... of a chest wound. He 
wouldn't have suffered."

"I 
am going to bring him home/' she says. 

Monday, December 6, 2010, 
mid-Tasman 

The three of us are seated in the back row 
of the aircraft. We learn that the man in the 


suit, Freddie Truman, is a lieutenant com- 
mander in the Royal Navy on a two-year 
exchange in Melbourne. Woken, too, by a 
call in the middle of the night from Can- 
berra. "I have a job for you," the warrant 
officer from the British High Commission 
had told him. The fine print you never read 
on your commission parchment. 

I am trying to work out how Jack could 
have been killed by a chest wound. What 
about his body armour? He must have been 
hit by an RPG (a rocket propelled grenade). 
The exposed top gunner on his Jackal

armoured vehicle. 

Freddie breaks into my thoughts. He 
says he needs to tell me something. Some- 
thing he only had confirmed just before we 
boarded. It wasn't an RPG at all. It was an 
air strike. Ah - a blue on blue. "At least the 
bad guys didn't get him," I say at last. "That 
really would have pissed him off." I pause. 
"I suppose if you're going to go down one 
nil, better by an own goal." It was not what 
Freddie was expecting. 

Monday afternoon, December 6, 2010, 
Wellington Airport 

Everything is being taken care of with the 
quiet efficiency of the military, British 
and New Zealanders working seamlessly 
together. The girls are there to meet us. We 
will bring him home together. 

Tuesday, December 14, 2010, Royal Air 
Force Station Lyneham 
The giant Boeing C-17 Globemaster drops 
down out of the low misty cloud that 
shrouds the airfield. We wait in the freez- 
ing cold, the damp seeping up through the 
ground, as it taxis towards us. The bearer 
party - six sombre Paras and their com- 
pany sergeant major - wait while the ramp 
lowers to reveal a cavernous hold, occupied 
by a solitary coffin draped in a Union Flag. 
A single serviceman accompanies it. The 
bearer party slow-march the coffin to the 
waiting hearse, repeating in reverse a cer- 
emony that has taken place thousands of 
miles away in Afghanistan. The first stage of 
his long journey home has been completed. 

Tuesday, December 21, 2010, 

Wellington 

Finally we are alone. We have made it 
through the funeral, achieving our aim of 
honouring both Jack and his regiment, his 
other family. The honour guard of Rangi- 
tane warriors, having cleared the way for the 


final journey of a warrior from their whanau 
who carried the iwi's name, have departed, 
taking the korowai that draped his coffin. 
The bearer party, too, have completed the 
final ceremony of "undressing" the coffin, 
presenting the neatly folded Union Flag to 
his mother, along with his beret, stable belt 
and campaign medal. 

We place our own personal tributes on his 
coffin. The girls do not want to leave. "We 
only ever borrowed him," Anne says gently. 
"It's time to give him back." 

His emails, by contrast, 
were descriptive, 
considered, lengthy 
-and chilling. 


rwn A MATTER OF SECONDS 

It took less than six hours for the news to 
reach Jack's sisters, Charlotte and Isabella, 
back at home in Wellington. Half a world 
away in Afghanistan, an air strike had gone 
horribly wrong. A US Navy Hornet, flying 
off the USS Abraham Lincoln in the Persian 
Gulf, had fired 120 rounds of deadly cannon 
fire into a ditch where a section of British 
Pathfinders were taking cover, knee-deep 
in water, waiting to assault an enemy com- 
pound just 120m away. 

It had been a funny old day, one of them 
told us later. Visibility was poor due to a 
sandstorm, making them wonder whether 
any casualties would be able to be evacu- 
ated by helicopter; one usually sure-footed 
soldier had fallen off a roof; a sniper's rifle 
had misfired (which almost never happens); 
and most importantly, the video downlink 
that enabled the forward air controller to 
see what the pilot was seeing had gone on 
the blink. 


The strike was over in a matter of seconds, 
and as the dust settled and visibility was 
restored, the cry went out: "Man down!" 
The Hornet banked, returning for a second 
pass, as soldiers desperately radioed to abort 
the attack. The insurgents melted away. No 
one who was in that ditch that day knows 
why they all weren't killed. 

The medical emergency response team 
arrived on board a Chinook helicopter, 
evacuating two wounded soldiers along 
with Jack back to Camp Bastion where he 
was officially pronounced dead. The British 
military casualty cell swung into action. This 
was an all too familiar process: Jack was the 
346th British serviceman to die in Afghani- 
stan since the war started in 2001. There 
would be 107 more before the war drew to 
a close in 2014. 

THE PATH TO BECOMING A PARA 

It was Jack's second tour in Afghanistan. 
Always interested in the military, he was 
a keen cadet in the Air Training Corps 
throughout secondary school, regularly 
winning the prize for attendance. A love 
of drama, and particularly Shakespeare, led 
him to toy with a career on the stage. Ironi- 
cally, we suggested he choose a more secure 
career. 

In his final year at school, he attempted 
officer selection for the New Zealand Army 
but was unsuccessful, describing this rejec- 
tion as the worst day of his life. But years 
later, he acknowledged that at the time 
he was "just an immature smart-arse". He 
joined the Territorials instead and went off 
to Victoria University, but it wasn't for him. 
When he announced he was leaving to have 
a crack at joining The Parachute Regiment, 
we were surprised and more than a little 
sceptical. 

After arriving in England, it was six 
months before he secured a place on a 
pre-selection board - two days for general 
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Punished for pens 


selection and a further day for The Para- 
chute Regiment. He passed both and went 
to the Infantry Training Centre at Catterick 
in North Yorkshire to undergo 28 weeks of 
basic training. The course was physically 
and psychologically demanding and attri- 
tion rates were high. Of the 61 who started 
with him, just 14 passed out to received the 
coveted maroon beret. Eight were on their 
first attempt; Jack was one of these. When 
it looked as though he might be posted at 
short notice to Baghdad, Roger flew over for 
his passing out parade. 

During his first tour. Jack became his pla- 
toon signaller. It gave him some insight into 
what was going on, but the downside was 
the extra gear he had to carry - sometimes 
more than 40kg of kit - in the searing heat. 
The more water you took, the heavier the 
load. Some days they fell asleep on their feet. 

After returning to the UK, Jack trained 
there and abroad. He jumped on Normandy 
on the anniversary of D-Day. Sixty-five years 
earlier, his grandfather's Lancaster had flown 
two missions that night, one in support of 
his predecessors. A highlight was a month 
spent free-fall training with the Red Devils 
display team in California. 

Several months before his second tour. 
Jack was selected to train with the elite 


Pathfinder Platoon of 16 Air Assault Bri- 
gade. Three to a vehicle, like the Long Range 
Desert Group of his grandfathers' war, they 
had the role of roaming Helmand Province 
collecting intelligence, conducting shuras 
(meetings) and interacting with locals. 

CHILLING EMAILS AND A MADCAP MEERKAT 

Jack never spared us the graphic details in 
his regular and surprisingly detailed emails 
home. He could phone when back in Camp 
Bastion or sometimes from a forward operat- 
ing base, but the calls were sporadic and he 
often sounded flat and uncommunicative. 
The emails, by contrast, were descriptive, 
considered, lengthy - and chilling. The 
thrill and relief of hearing he was safe, for 
now, was so often shattered by accounts of 
his near misses. His recall of detail - often 
several weeks after the event - seemed 
remarkable. It was only when his personal 
effects were returned to us from Afghani- 
stan that we discovered they were based on 
meticulous notes made in all-weather note- 
books - sometimes made in extraordinary 
and dangerous circumstances. 

There was a lighter side though. In typical 
Airborne Lorces fashion. Jack's best mate, 
Joe Ryan, took a mascot with them on their 
tour. It wasn't exactly planned, but shortly 


Jack was unequivocal about the war in 
Afghanistan. Having studied Islam at 
university, he saw the Taliban as trying 
to impose on the people of Afghani- 
stan the most radical and intolerable 
form of Islam that the world had seen 
at that time. As he said in an interview 
after his first tour, New Zealanders have 
always stood against such forms of 
oppression. 

On his last trip home, I offered him 
some trinkets to give to the kids - small 
tourist souvenirs from New Zealand. 

No, he said. Children found with pens 
given to them by British soldiers had 
been punished severely by the Taliban, 
and teenagers with US currency and a 
notebook with some addresses were 
hanged as collaborators. It could be a 
death sentence. -Anne Scott 


before leaving the UK, he liberated a life- 
size cardboard cut-out of a meerkat from the 
doorway of well-known British stationery 
chain Clinton Cards. Named Octavius, the 
meerkat was spirited to Afghanistan. Garden 
gnomes have enjoyed similar adventures. 

Joe insisted Octavius be part of the team 
and accompany them on operations. 
Octavius was given a Brigade Reconnais- 
sance Lorce flash and Para shoulder wings. 
He had his own seat in the Jackal and, before 
long, his own Lacebook page, posting fre- 
quently. Most days, he was photographed 
on location. Octavius was soon more of an 
encumbrance than a mascot - for everyone 
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except Joe. In the course of a firefight with 
insurgents, he became an amputee. For 
Joe, Octavius was lucky. For Jack, he was a 
bloody nuisance. 

In 2008, Jack had some lucky escapes, but 
as his emails in 2010 revealed all too clearly, 
danger seemed to be drawing inexorably 
closer. In the space of a month, a vehicle fol- 
lowing in their tracks detonated a mine, his 
section commander was shot through the 
arm in an ambush and, just a week before 
he was killed, he discovered a round had 
gone through his backpack. 

The 2010 tour was different for us too. In 
2008, whenever I knew he was out on opera- 
tions, I would wake early, unable to sleep, 
and scan the British newspapers online seek- 
ing news of casualties. All too frequently 
there was, although none from 3 Para. But 
after that tour. Jack told us that wasn't the 
way we would find out. There would simply 
be a knock on the door in the middle of the 
night. And there was. 

GATHERING IN WOOTTON BASSETT 

We are grateful that Jack has been honoured 
and remembered in many ways both here 
and in the UK. It was first brought home 
to us when we made our way from RAF 
Lyneham to Wootton Bassett, a small town 
nearby that famously decided to honour 
every returning soldier - and their friends 
and families - as the hearses passed through 
the town en route to the Oxford mortuary. 


We had seen media coverage of the event, 
but nothing quite prepares you. 

Even though it was twilight and bitterly 
cold, the streets were hushed, lined with 
people who had come to show their respects. 
Friends came from London - welcome and 
familiar faces in a sea of strangers. Susan 
bought all the red roses she could find and 
handed them out. Jack's childhood friend

Lucy was there, as were girlfriends past and 
present and their mothers. Parents of com- 
rades we had never met had driven vast 
distances to be there for us at the request 
of their sons in Afghanistan. One of Jack's 
friends drove all the way from Scotland and 
could stay for only an hour before he had to 
head home again. Four retired generals from 
The Parachute Regiment were there, includ- 
ing Hew Pike, a Falklands veteran, who had 
travelled from Wales that morning. He was 
the commanding officer of 3 Para when the 
last New Zealander, Richard Absolon, also 


serving with the Pathfinders, was killed at 
the Battle of Mount Longdon during the 
Falklands War. After the hearse moved on, 
the staff at the local Cross Keys pub took care 
of refreshments, as they always did. It was, 
they said, the least they could do. 

In the Persian Gulf, a memorial service at 
sea was held at sunset on the fantail deck of 
the USS Abraham Lincoln, and Jack's two 
colleagues injured that day were flown out 
from Afghanistan to attend. Several months 
later, a large shadow box with the US, British 
and New Zealand flags and a plaque from 
the service men and women of USS Abra- 
ham Lincoln arrived. 

We think Jack would have been particu- 
larly chuffed that a dog was named after 
him. A stray Afghan dog attached itself 
to his old platoon, who were manning a 
checkpoint deep in Helmand. After Jack 
was killed, they named the dog Jack - and 
when they returned home at the end of 
their tour, they arranged for the dog to go 
too. It took some sustained subterfuge, as 
non-military animals were not permitted in 
military vehicles or on base, but the Paras 
are a resourceful lot and Jack the dog now 
calls Devon home. He lives near a military 
training area, and whenever a helicopter 
flies overhead, he looks up expectantly. 

Closer to home. Jack's name has been 
added to the British Airborne Forces Memo- 
rial in New Plymouth erected in memory of 
Richard Absolon. His name has also been

added to the Roll of Honour at St Mark's 
Church School and Wellington College. The 
7th form Drama Cup at Wellington College 
and the Air Training Corps Marksmanship 
Cup are named in his memory. Both seemed 
appropriate. Before deploying to Afghani- 
stan, Jack won a cup for marksmanship 
named after George Cross recipient Mark 
Wright, also from 3 Para, who was killed in 
Afghanistan in 2006. 

SOME VERY SPECIAL EVENTS 

This year we remember the fallen from 
previous wars - in particular World War I 
and, 100 years ago, the Gallipoli campaign. 
Back then, bereaved families waited weeks, 
months and sometimes years to learn the 
fate of their loved ones. Some returned 
home and died of their injuries. Most are 
buried overseas, often in unnamed graves, 
memorialised only by name. There are more 
than 450 war memorials up and down the 
country that bear witness to those who 
never returned - and the lasting effect their 
loss has had on our country. 

At the opening of Pukeahu Park, the 
National War Memorial Park this month. 
Jack will be one of the fallen soldiers pic- 
tured on overhead screens. Some may query 
his inclusion, as he was not serving with 
the New Zealand armed forces. Nor was my 
father and his fellow airmen who left New 
Zealand to serve in the RAF in World War 
II. Nor do we seem to mind that Edmund 


Hillary was a member of the British expedi- 
tion to Everest. 

Our family has been singularly fortunate 
to have been able to bring Jack back home 
to Wellington and to make subsequent 
journeys to meet his comrades, and other 
bereaved families, at some very special 
events. We have made six in all, including 
visits to Colchester, home of The Parachute

Regiment, for the presentation of medals at 
the end of their 2010-11 tour, and to Alrewas 
National Memorial Arboretum in Stafford- 
shire for the unveiling of the Airborne Forces 
Memorial, and a very special lunch with the 
regiment's Colonel-in-Chief, Prince Charles, 
at Highgrove. On all these visits, we have 
found widespread appreciation for the job 
their armed forces have undertaken, and a 
deep compassion for the families of those 
who never returned. 

This was very apparent last month when 
we attended the memorial service at St Paul's 


Cathedral in London to officially mark the 
end of the 2001-2014 Afghanistan war. Like 
the Westminster Abbey service to mark the 
return of the unknown warrior in 1919 
(when the congregation comprised 1000 
mothers and widows), bereaved families 
were given precedence and seated beneath 
the dome, directly behind the Queen. All 
the royal family were there, and after the fly- 
past, as the families followed the returned 
soldiers through the streets of London to the 
Guild Hall reception, crowds up to five deep 
lined the streets and applauded. We felt at 
home. Speaking at the Guild Hall, the Brit- 
ish Chief of Defence Staff put his finger on 
it: all those who served in Afghanistan had 
volunteered to join the armed forces; they 
had a choice - their families didn't. 

And so the journey continues. Last 
year's inquest in Salisbury helped provide 
the answers to what had gone wrong and 
why, but there will always be "what if's". 
Despite the passage of time. Jack's mates 
and comrades, like us, still grapple with 
what happened that autumn afternoon 
in Afghanistan. Closer than brothers, they 
shared so much. Such bonds, born on the 
battlefield, are enduring. Battle-hardened 
veterans of two and sometimes three tours 
in Afghanistan, they don't say much and 
rarely talk about it. But they are always frank 
and open with us. Together we laugh - and 
cry and share stories. Some even call me 
Mum.

s we roll into the centenary of 
World War 1 with its overwhelming 
imagery of human tragedy on the 
back of an international bar-brawl 
turned bad, there's a discussion 
we've missed. We may know what 
happened back then, based on the 
personal tales of our citizen-sol- 
diers. But we have not - yet - fully 
explored just how we remember.

New Zealand's popular vision of World 
War I is often framed by the thought that it 
was an unnecessary tragedy: our young men 
going to fight, only to be cut down while 
scrabbling to win possession of a few square 
metres of some muddy foreign field, all at 
the orders of incompetent British generals. 

This popular vision is written into our 
social rituals - our annual gathering at dawn 
before memorials that solemnly list the

names of the dead. We see it as the organ- 
ising principle behind museum displays. 
And we see it in our literature, in the often 
emotional words historians use to narrate 
our experience in that war, in the lists of the 
dead that fill the appendices of such tomes. 

Our shared sense of loss is, of course, justi- 
fied. Half the New Zealand men of the 1914 
generation - over 100,000 souls - fought 
at the sharp end of World War I. Just over 
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58,000 became casualties, including around 
16, 700 killed - followed by another 227 who 
died after the end of the war but before 
being discharged from the army. 

That does not include the '"gas-drenched 
wrecks" who succumbed to their war 
wounds from the early 1920s - a tragic pro- 
cession whose numbers were never tallied in 
the official military record, so we can never 
know with certainty just how many Kiwis 
died as a result of the war. 

We must not underrate the courage of our 
citizen-soldiers, either - everyday Kiwis who 
had to find hidden strengths in themselves, 
whatever it took, to face the unthinkable. 
This was heroism by any measure. 

But are we right to popularly clothe World 
War I war in trappings of pointless tragedy? 
1 explored the military mythology in my

books on New Zealand's part in that war and 
am not the only New Zealand historian to 
do so. In the UK, however, a more specific 
debate about the political motives has been 
unfolding at the hands of such analysts as 
Mali Fergusson and Max Hastings. It is a 
debate we should share here, because we fol- 
lowed Britain into that war, almost without 
question. 

The terms are simple: World War 1 has 
long been viewed as unnecessary, a product 
of Europe's economic and political rivalries 
that ended in horrific slaughter at the hands 
of helpless generals, a war the world stum- 
bled into and could not get out of. Hastings, 
among others, questions that point: would 
the consequence of Britain not fighting have 
been even worse than the tragedy that actu- 
ally unfolded? 

BLACKADDER GOES OFF HALF-COCKED 

To follow that discussion, we need to look 
at the mythology of the war. 

The first myth is that of World War 1 as a 
futile stmggle, pointless slaughter in which 
idiot generals sent heroic men to certain 
death in the face of enemy machine guns, 
largely because they had no idea what else to 
order. This had its origins in front-line cyni- 
cism on the Western Front. It drew strength 


from the anti-war sentiment of the 1920s, 
buoyed on the angst of shell-shocked sol- 
diers whose lives had become hollow on 
the back of their trauma. 

Much later, the imagery keyed into post- 
Vietnam anti-war sentiment with its studied 
ignorance of matters military - giving it 
credibility because the tactical realities 
were seldom discussed. Military historians 
remained more cynical, but non-military 
historians swallowed the mythology whole. 
And the entire one-dimensional edifice was 
reduced to hyperbole in 1990's Blackadder 
Goes Forth. 


made that battlefield almost impenetrable 
to foot soldiers. But foot soldiers remained 
the only way to get to grips with the enemy. 

The British army understood the issue 
before the war. On the basis of British 
advice, losses of up to 25% per month were 
written into New Zealand's pre-war plans 
for an expeditionary force. This astonishing 
figure went largely unnoticed by the New 
Zealand public. 

The British developed tactics to cope, 
partly because - in contrast with Conti- 
nental conscript forces - their army was a 
small force of professional soldiers. But that

Like all mythology, none of it was strictly 
true, not least because World War 1 also 
included fast-moving and wide-ranging 
fighting outside Western Europe. This 
included New Zealand's dramatic "Lawrence 
of Arabia" horseback adventures in Palestine. 

Even the Western Front wasn't like the 
mythology insisted. The military realities 
were unpicked decades ago by historians 
such as John Terraine, who pointed out the 
truths of the deadlock into which New Zea- 
land forces were entwined after 1916. 

The problem was that industrial-age tech- 
nology could move huge numbers of men 
into battle and support them for unprec- 
edented periods by earlier standards. The 
same technology expanded the battlefield on 
the back of rifles, and machine guns and wire 


didn't apply to the "citizen army" deployed 
after 1914 by New Zealand - or to Britain's 
equivalent. Quite a bit had to be relearnt, 
and levels of training were never those of 
the pre-war force. 

The real answer was new technologies 
and new tactics to go with them, which 
took time to develop. When in 1918 the 
mix was available - a heady combination 
of flexible-wave infantry assault, artillery, 
large-scale tank deployment and ground- 
attack aircraft - the Western European war 
returned to one of movement and ended 
relatively swiftly. All was based on what had 
been learnt during the trench period. 

As for the image of chateaux generals 
cynically supping on filet mignon while 
their men walked into machine guns - well. 
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it's not borne out either. The scale of World 
War Fs armies demanded layers of control, 
topped by command headquarters behind 
the lines, kept in touch by telephone. But 
mid- and even senior-ranking officers still 
led by example, from the front. 

New Zealand's officer cadre was no excep- 
tion and suffered heavy casualties. Even our 
senior officers came under fire, including 
our divisional commander. Sir Andrew Rus- 
sell. He survived. His helmet, punctured by 
a bullet in mid-1917, ended up hanging on 
the back of his kitchen door at Tunanui Sta- 
tion, near Hastings. 


failures in July 1914, as if it were no more 
than a bar brawl. Yes, those events triggered 
the war. But surface events were driven and 
given sinister form by far deeper forces. 

What followed brought tragedy to vic- 
tors and defeated alike. Nobody won in any 
human sense; and by the mid-20th century 
- given the profound evil of the Nazis - there 
was a view that perhaps old Kaiser Bill and 
his generals weren't so bad after all. Maybe 
the Allies were also to blame for World War I. 

This became the way the war was seen. 
Only a few voices dissented. One of them 
was Lord Robert Vansittart, who in 1944 


British circles. Despite finger-pointing at 
German territorial demands, we should not 
discount the threat Britain saw in German 
economic ambition, which reflected the 
same underlying mindset and was a more 
serious threat to British trading interests. The 
debate also applies to New Zealand because 
our practical interests were entwined with 
Britain's. Over this was laid our social need: 
back then we were at the height of our pro- 
imperial love affair, our sense of being the 
"best" of Britain's children. 

Instead of being victims of war, perhaps 
our combatants were participants in a suc- 



A^NECESSARrWAR 

The other main pillar of the mythology 
is that World War I was unnecessary - a 
tragic outcome of foolish pride, pig-headed 
politicians and a mechanistic international 
system. But lately that's being questioned 
in Britain. 

The debate flows around Max Hastings' 
argument that it was a necessary war after 
all. The idea is that before 1914, France and 
Britain viewed Germany's international 
ambition as an extension of Otto von Bis- 
marck's drive to unify Germany under a 
militaristic and domineering Pmssia. This 
is what drove the alliance systems of the day. 
This belief caused Britain to spend colos- 
sal sums on its navy and was shared by the 
wider society. 

Then World War I happened. It's impor- 
tant to not confuse the underlying causes 
with the superficial litany of diplomatic 


argued that any settlement with Germany in 
its latest war needed to address the "Reich" 
mentality that had coloured German ambi- 
tion since the 1870s, of which Nazi-ism was 
merely the extreme expression. Hitler had 
not come out of a vacuum. 

THE GERMAN ECONOMIC THREAT 

The current historical debate in Britain flows 
from a return to this idea, an acceptance that 
once stripped of the language of social mili- 
tarism and national pride. Western nations 
a century ago may have had a point. Britain 
and France went to war with Germany in 
1914 for many reasons. Competing ambi- 
tions were implicit in the mix. But Britain 
- in particular - also feared the spectre of 
Europe dominated by an ambitious and 
militaristic Germany, led by its autocratic 
Kaiser, backed by his generals. 

This discussion has yet to play out in 


cession of genuine efforts to win battles in 
adverse circumstance, for a purpose that 
seemed clear at the time. Our citizen-soldiers 
were, in short, likely to have been much 
greater heroes than is allowed by our popu- 
lar view of World War I as pointless tragedy. 

That's why we need to discuss these 
matters - reasonably, fairly, generously. It's 
a debate that should be held outside the 
narrow confines of New Zealand's academic 
military history, for it is to do with the wider 
way we see our origins as a nation and how 
we frame the undeniable sorrow of the Great 
War. What's more, the act of having that 
debate is likely to also tell us a good deal 
about how we think today - if we let it. I

W e tend to see the Kiwi 
"digger" fighting in the 
vile trenches of World 
War I as a cynical, stoical 
but fundamentally obe- 
dient individual. To use a 
vulgar 21st-century term, 
the men of the New Zealand Expeditionary 
Force (NZEF) mostly chose to suck it up. This 
is not surprising: their commander Major 
General Sir Andrew Russell, all beady eyes 
and bristling moustache, wanted the small 
minority of what he called "incorrigibles" - 
the mutineers, drunks and brothel-creepers 
- sent home and punished. Savagely. 


Wellington overmled the Major General. 
Minister of Defence James Allen decreed in 
1917 that troublemakers should be given 
"the post of honour" at the front lines, 
where they might be shot, blown to bits 
or reformed. 

Enter John Douglas Stark, the most diso- 
bedient Kiwi soldier of them all, the wild 
one who became a war hero. "Starkie" or 
"Killer" got to remain in France with the 
NZEF. His clashes with military discipline 
(nine courts martial in France and two 
sentences in hellhole military prisons) con- 
tinued up to the Armistice.

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AN UNLIKELY LEGEND 


reminds us that the Anzac legend refuses to 
follow straight lines. His exploits are immor- 
talised in the 1936 book Passport to Hell, to 
be republished this June. 

In the deadly field of war, this 21 -year-old 
Invercargill private turned into a real-life 
Kiwi Rambo. He's been called "a berserk 
Norseman of old . . . completely oblivious 
of fear and driven to acts of 
bravado unmatched in the 
division". Recommended 
for the Victoria Cross and 
wounded 37 times, Stark never 
readjusted to peacetime. 

"In the chaos and violence 
of war, Starkie thrived while 
the more respectable types 
did not ... war was a pur- 
suit not of gentlemen but of 
cmde untrained wild men. It 
was moral chaos, a revival of 
frontier disorder," writes Jock 
Phillips in his 1987 book A 
Man's Country?. 

Stark's war record doesn't 
end there. In the course of 
one firefight in 1918, Stark 
saved Gordon Coates, a future 
prime minister, who always 
felt indebted to him. 

Stark posed for and is com- 
memorated in a noted World 
War I memorial in Kaiapoi, 
yet because virtually no pho- 
tographs of him have been 
published, he remains an elu- 
sive, almost mythical figure. 

Now, drawing on family and 
police sources, the Listener is 
able to show his face for the 
first time. 

DAMNING REVIEWS 

Stark was bom in 1894, to a 
father of mixed Native Amer- 
ican and African American blood whose 
name tmly was Wyald. Born in Florida in 
1832, Wyald Stark followed the gold rushes 
to Australia, arriving in Southland in 1857, 
later running pubs in Invercargill. He mar- 
ried twice, the second time in his sixties. 
John Douglas (known as Doug) was the last 
of three sons from the second marriage. 

Doug Stark broke away. By 12, he was 
committed as a ward of the state to the 
tough Burnham Industrial School. This 
type of Government school for neglected 
or delinquent children was mn along harsh, 
Spartan lines. 


The judiciary, too, was unrelenting to 
those who refused to buckle. Early in 1914, 
six months from the outbreak of the war. 
Stark, 19, earned a year in Invercargill prison 
for stealing a bicycle. Described in newspa- 
per reports as a "half-breed Maori lad" and 
a "coloured youth", he received damning 
reviews from Burnham School's deputy- 


manager, HJ Bathgate. 

"The accused was an absconder from the 
school and committed the theft practically 
on the date of his last absconding. Since

1906, his record had been a very bad one. He 
had absconded frequently and there were 
convictions for theft against him." Bathgate 
recommended a term in the adult prison 
rather than a return to the school. 

Stark's military records held at Archives 
New Zealand show that on February 13, 
1915, fresh out of prison, he enlisted in the 
Fifth Regiment of the NZEF, 
joining the Otago Infantry 
Battalion as a private. He 
later travelled with his unit 
to Gallipoli, where he was 
wounded and hospitalised 
three times that year. 

In the heat of August 
1915, following the offen- 
sive at Chunuk Bair, Stark 
joined one of the burying 
parties helping recover the 
dead and wrapping them 
in oiled sheets. Passport to 
Hell includes an indelible 
account of this activity: 
"From a distance of a few 
yards, the bodies, lying in 
queer huddled attitudes, 
appeared to have some- 
thing monstrously amiss 
with them. Then the bur- 
ying party, white-faced, 
realised that 24 hours 
in the Gallipoli sun had 
caused each body to swell 
enormously - until the 
great threatening carcasses 
were three times the size of 
a man, and their skins had 
the bursting blackness of 
grapes." 

Stark's burying party 
mistakenly scooped up 
Lieutenant Frank Hunt, 
one of the Otago unit's 
commanding officers, 
knocked unconscious during the offensive. 
Historian Jane Tolerton taped his story half a 
century later: " [They] put me on a heap with 
the dead people. The next morning Colonel 
Thomas, who had been told I'd been killed, 
came down ... he saw my foot twitch and he 
had me pulled out. Years later I saw Starkie 
at the bottom of High St in Dunedin. He 
stopped and said, 'Mr Hunt, you are alive!"' 

AN OVERNIGHT LEGEND 

In April 1916, Stark and his unit travelled 
to the battlefields of France. He was soon 
in trouble, following a drunken spree. At 
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ArmentiereS; on June 6, he was court-mar- 
tialed for creating a disturbance in billets, 
"offering violence" to his superior offices 
and using "traitorous words regarding the 
sovereign and army". The result was a five- 
year suspended term of imprisonment in the 
hands of military police he called "villains". 
This was soon reduced to probation. 

On July 13, 1916, as a con- 
cession to his commanding 
officers. Stark volunteered 
for a raid at Armentieres on 
German machine gun posts, 
killing three of the enemy 
with his bare hands. Pass- 
port to Hell records Stark in 
action that day: "There was a 
German machine gun with a 
crew of three that in the rising 
dawn made merry across No 
Man's Land, telling the story 
of a raid that got cut to pieces 
before it reached the lines. 

But as the gun sang, there 
was a shout overhead and a 
terrible figure crashed down 
upon it. The figure wore 
a tunic torn open to the 
waist, clotted and dyed and 
hideous with blood. Blood 
dripped from its nose and 
open mouth; blood stained 
its nightmare club - a great 
axe handle with an iron cog 
nailed to one end. 

"It was neither white man 
nor black. Under the black- 
ing smeared on face and 
throat, the skin shone red- 
brown. So much the three 
German gunners had time to 
see before the figure uttered 
a madman's shriek, and with 
a madman's strength leapt 
down on them. The axe 
handle swung twice . . . then the butt end 
was thmst into the third gunner's face as 
he turned to mn. The three lay in the pit. 

"The figure groped forward with great 
brown hands, swung the machine gun 
round until its muzzle pointed directly at 
the gunners. Then the rattle of bullets began 
. . . The terrible figure met an officer from the 
Otago lines as it dragged the machine gun 
towards the British wire. The officer, a major, 
stopped and said, 'Good work, Starkie!"' 

But it was the compassionate, selfless 
activity that occurred next that made Stark 
an overnight legend. A semi-official 1963 


account recalls: "He was wounded, but went 
back over the parapet at least a dozen times, 
bringing in a wounded man each time, and 
at dawn had to be restrained . . . from going 
out again." The sentence would be cast aside 
as a result. 

A fellow digger later painted a vivid pic- 
ture of this event: "As we entered the trench 


midst a hail of bullets came Stark with a 
badly wounded man on his shoulder. He 
laid him at the doctor's feet as gently as a 
kitten. Backward and forward he continued.

carrying them so easily." 

Stark was recommended for a Victoria 
Cross for his actions that night. In the end, 
his sentence was commuted. As Passport to 
Hell relates: "It was not considered the thing 
at headquarters for a soldier to win his coun- 
try's highest honour while on probation for 
a proud and picturesque crime sheet." 


UNDER A CLOUD 

Despite his heroic behav- 
iour, Stark kept butting 
heads with authority. He was 
thereafter regularly behind 
bars, chiefly for disciplinary 
offences such as refusing to 
attend daily parades, roll 
calls and fatigue duties. 
During the winter of 1916, 
Stark received the first of two 
spells (seven and 14 days) 
of the notorious army field 
punishment, a more severe 
version of which was admin- 
istered to conscientious 
objector Archibald Baxter. In 
Stark's case, a passing fellow 
soldier recalled in 1977, he 
was tied to a wagon wheel: 
"The weather was hot and 
he [Stark] apparently slept 
as other ranks and civilians 
went past unnoticed. But 
when any officer appeared, 
Starkie raised his head and 
called him every uncompli- 
mentary term imaginable." 

Finding his dead brother 
at the battle of the Somme 
in September 1916 unhinged 
Stark. Passport to Hell 
describes the scene: "... he 
started to dig a shallow pit 
in No Man's Land, tearing at 
the soil like a dog, sometimes 
with his bayonet, sometimes with naked 
hands. When it was about three feet deep 
he put the awful contorted bits of George 
into the pit, but he couldn't make them look 
like a body." 

The Oxford Companion to NZ Military His- 
tory records that this event "reduced him to 
a state of berserk fury, his ensuing slaughter 
of the enemy extending to the cold-blooded 
killing of prisoners". 

In May 1917, Stark was sentenced to two 
years in the "hell house", the feared military 
prison at Le Havre, for hitting a corporal. 
Within five months, he escaped from a jail

working party, first roaming for some days, 
then returning to his battalion by Christ- 
mas. He remained under a cloud with the 
military authorities. 

During the second Somme battle of March 
1918; in which the enemy spectacularly 
counterattacked; Stark and a companion 
rushed to a dump of 8kg shells set on fire 
by a German shell. An officer later described 
their actions as lunacy. The pair cleared a 
path through the dump, putting in a break 
that saved the bulk of the shells - and many 
lives. 

On June 6, 1918, one of Stark's 
most famous exploits occurred at 
Mailly-Maillet. A sniper using explo- 
sive bullets had killed eight men. Stark 
stalked him with a bomb in No Man's 
Land and killed him 550m from the 
British lines. But first the sniper put a

bullet through his chest. The remain- 
der of Stark's sentence for assaulting a 
corporal was remitted as a result. 

Stark returned to the front on Octo- 
ber 20; 1918; where he was seriously 
wounded again while leading a raid- 
ing party. He then waited alone in a 
shell hole with 11 dead, six prisoners and 
two captured machine guns until he was 
relieved. "All I got out of that was six bottles 
of schnapps," was his famous quote. 

THE STRUGGLE TO SETTLE DOWN 

A week before Christmas 1918, Stark 
embarked for home on the troop ship 
Mahana, leaving from Southampton and 
arriving home on January 29. He was 24 
years old. Like so many other returned sol- 
diers, he struggled to settle. The spiralling 
legends around his wartime exploits, espe- 
cially the "denied" Victoria Cross, isolated 
him from many of his "cobbers". 

By mid- 1920, he was back in his old 
stomping ground, Invercargill, where he 
took occasional work as a shearer. Later 
that year, he appeared in the local court 
and was sentenced to three years' jail (with 
hard labour) on charges of burglary, arson 
and theft. 


Following his release, he worked as an 
unskilled labourer, drifting in and out of 
jail mostly for assaulting police, invari- 
ably intoxicated. In 1926, he headed for 
Australia, but Sydney authorities sent him 
back after a year, with a warning they feared 
police would be murdered if he stayed. 

Meanwhile, Stark's wartime associates 
Gordon Coates and William Downie Stewart 
(an officer in the Otago regiment) became 
prime minister and finance minister respec- 
tively in the Reform Government. The pair 
stayed in touch with Stark, urging him

to settle down and to record his wartime 
escapades. 

Stark sought compensation for a host 
of medical conditions, including bleeding 
lungs. In 1926, Downie Stewart arranged 
for Auckland doctor friend PA Lindsay to 
examine him. The letter is a raw reminder of 
the undiagnosed post-traumatic stress disor- 
der affecting so many World War I veterans: 
"Your protege is a problem in peacetime ... I 
saw him and am sure there is nothing in the 
story of bleeding from the lungs. The Chief 
Detective at Auckland Central Police Station 
said, 'He is a good and willing worker for a 
day or two and then something upsets him 
and he becomes violent and dangerous'." 

In 1926, Stark married his first wife Isobel, 
but the relationship failed. Back in prison 
in 1929, he approached an inmate named 
Murphy for help in compiling his memoirs. 


to be known as When the World Seen Red. 
The result was two closely written exercise 
books. Stark forwarded a copy to Coates and 
Downie Stewart, but they judged it unfit for 
publication. 

Late in 1929, he set up house in Auck- 
land's Greys Ave with Ritahei, a woman with 
three children. She would have two more to 
Stark in the early 1930s, as economic depres- 
sion bit hard. 

In 1931, while Stark was on probation 
in Auckland, he met prison chaplain Rev- 
erend George Moreton. In the 1942 book 
A Parson in Prison, Moreton recalled 
Stark's stmggles to provide for his part- 
ner and family: "Sometimes, when 
the kids wanted clothes and there 
was no money to buy them, Starkie 
would become gloomy and I would 
get anxious ... 'George, my boy' he

would say in his ornamental style, 'if 
something doesn't turn up soon. I'll 
wreck this bloody town.' And I knew 
he meant it." 


AN INSTANT SUCCESS 

Late in 1934, Ritahei died of pneu- 
monia and pleurisy. Desperate, Stark saw 
the publication of his war story as a way to 
pay his bills. It was with this in mind that 
Moreton approached Iris Wilkinson (who 
wrote under the pen name Robin Hyde). 
He recalled their first meeting, writing: "A 
slight woman with an interesting face and a 
lame leg swung into my office on a walking 
stick ... I can recall the excited pursing of her 
lips as she turned the pages of the document 
and the way she laughingly waved her stick 
as she left my office." 

At the time, Wilkinson was recovering 
from morphine addiction, living and writ- 
ing in Grey Lodge, an extramural ward 
attached to Auckland Mental Hospital at 
Avondale. She agreed to write down Stark's 
story, drawing on the notebooks and his 
personal recollections. Proceeds from the 
book would be shared equally. 

Passport to Hell opens with an account 
of their first meeting in Greys Ave, then 
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a shabby, rickety area in the heart of 
Auckland's Chinatown: "The four little 
bantam hens . . . quarrel bitterly for a place 
on Starkie's shoulders. The outlaw sits at the 
table, brooding over a cup of tea. He has 
washed the children's clothing, scrubbed 
the floor, induced the baby to take a nap 
and once again successfully beguiled the 
formidable rent man - a wisp of a youth 
who 1 privately believe to be terrified of the 
dusky and enormous Starkie - into waiting 
one more week." 

Over six feverish weeks in the autumn 
of 1935, Wilkinson rattled out the manu- 
script she variously called Bronze Warrior 
and Crime Sheet, sitting at Stark's table as he 
recounted, often drunkenly, his war stories. 
An anxious person, she found the process 
gmelling, writing in her diary: "If 1 can only 
keep Stark to the point for another fortnight 
or so, the book about him will be absolutely 
outstanding. Unfortunately he drinks and 
wants money and 1 haven't any ... 1 have 
just got Stark through Egypt and if 1 can 
keep him going tomorrow on the Gallipoli 
campaign. I'll be exulted." 

Spending many hours alone with her 
to get the book written, the recently wid- 
owed returned serviceman fell for the fragile 
author, and in time, the feeling became 
mutual. As the weeks passed. Stark kept 
begging Wilkinson to marry him, but after 
he made a pass, her psychologist urged 
her to tell Stark she wasn't available. Her 
diary reveals her mixed feelings: "1 refused 
by letter, not without a certain amount of 
purely speculative regret. 1 mean, it might 
have been an adventure to marry Starkie. 
(He'd wring my neck inside a month - just 
as well for 1 hate to think what would cer- 
tainly occur within 10 months if he didn't!) 
However, 1 am not going to marry him." 

Wilkinson deliberately mshed the writing 
and editing process to expedite the payment 
of royalties to Stark, having little time to 
check the accuracy of his account. Some of 
the "tall tales" would later be challenged by 
those involved, especially given the book's 
assertion: "This is not a work of fiction." 

Published in London, the book that 
emerged as Passport to Hell was an instant 
success, with one British reviewer saying 
"the description of the battles in which he 
takes part are terrible, more realistic than 
any other writer". The book sold so well in 
the UK that few copies of the first edition 
were left over for New Zealand. A second 
and third edition followed. 

The local reception was somewhat muted. 



despite a glowing comment from Labour 
Minister and returned serviceman John A Lee 
that "it was the most important New Zea- 
land war book yet published". Stark's cobber 
Downie Stewart said Wilkinson had recre- 
ated the battlefields "almost as if she herself 
had been one of the soldiers on service". 

Stark was delighted and sold and signed 
copies in his favourite pubs. But the royalty 
cheques, shared with Wilkinson, failed to 
make much of a dent in his debt. In 1937, 
Wilkinson paid Stark in advance for his 
input into a sequel. Nor the Years Condemn. 
This account of his peacetime struggles 
includes a sequence where, in a demented 
bid for financial compensation. Stark delib- 
erately used explosives to remove the fingers 
of one hand. The book was published in 
1938 following Wilkinson's departure from 
New Zealand, a year before her death.

In July 1940, as the country joined 
another global conflict, the Auckland Star 
reported that Stark was working at Waiouru 
Camp for the Public Works Department: 
"'Starkie', who has lost the fingers of one 
hand, shows remarkable skill in handling 
a spade or shovel and does his full share of 
labouring work." 

Eighteen months later, on Lebruary 22, 
1942, a worn out Stark died in Auckland 
Hospital. In a brief paragraph, the Auckland 
Star saluted the man "brave enough to have 
been recommended for the Victoria Cross, 
reckless enough to have served imprison- 
ment, tough enough to have escaped from 
Le Havre prison". He was 45. 

In Passport to Hell, Wilkinson had already 
paid homage to the survivors of World War 
1 battling with the peacetime, the men like 
Doug Stark: "The returned soldier is a social 
problem in every country today. These men 
lived or died, as the luck had it, without get- 
ting into war novels, talking the language 
of the trenches, bothering very little about 
their own psychology, remembering horror 
and fear only in the loneliness of their own 
sleepless nights. They were neither knights 
nor machine-soldiers. They were that most 
unknown of soldiers, the ordinary man." I 


A friend till 
the end 

The Prime Minister 
and the prisoner. 

In March 1918, in the midst of a savage 
firelight, Stark ferried a hurt Captain 
Gordon Coates of the Auckland regi- 
ment to safety. Seven years later, Coates, 
parliamentarian and war hero, would be 
Prime Minister. 

According to biographer Michael 
Bassett: "[Coates'] knee was injured 
when he missed his footing, and he was 
obliged to relinquish command of his 
company for a time. He was carried from 
the field of action by Stark . . . Coates 
always maintained that Starkie had 
saved his life." 

Though their lives took different 
directions, the pair remained in contact. 
Bassett tells how Stark "would turn up 
at Parliament at inopportune moments, 
asking for money. Coates always gave it." 
Stark's letter to Coates in 1930, asking for 
help with finding a job, reveals the close- 
ness of the relationship: "Yes, Gordon, I 
am sick and tired of wandering about. I 
want to settle down and be a gentleman. 
I am absolutely finished with the beer. I 
have been a damned nuisance to myself 
and everyone else but no more. I am set- 
tling down forever." 
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Birthplace of mateship 

The crucible of the Anzac bond explains Gallipoli’s place in New 
Zealand war commemorations, writes historian Damien Fenton. 


f all the battles 
and campaigns 
of New Zea- 
land’s military 
history - and 
for a tiny 
relatively 
young nation 
on the remotest edge of the 
South Pacific it's a remarkably 
extensive history - Gallipoli is 
the most familiar. 

On the face of it, that's a 
little perplexing: Gallipoli was 
not the first time New Zea- 
landers had fought - and died 
- overseas as identifiably New 


Zealand soldiers. That distinc- 
tion belongs to the volunteers 
of the 10 contingents totalling 
some 6000 men dispatched 
as part of the British impe- 
rial force against the Boers 
in the South African War of 
1899-1902. 

Nor did Gallipoli mark the 
combat debut of the New 
Zealand Expeditionary Force 
(NZEF) in World War I: that 
had already occurred in Eg)^t 
during an overnight raid 
on the Suez Canal defences 
by the Ottoman Turks on 
February 2, 1915. New Zealand 


infantrymen happened to be 
manning canal outposts that 
were attacked that night and 
helped to repel the raiders 
at a cost of a couple of men 
wounded, one of whom, 
22-year-old Private William 
Ham, died two days later, the 
first NZEF fatality as a result of 
enemy action. 

Admittedly, the raid on 
the Suez Canal was a minor 
skirmish involving a small 
number of Kiwis that was 
all over in 48 hours. In 
comparison, Gallipoli was 
a hard-fought large-scale 


campaign that lasted eight 
months, involving some 
12,000-13,000 NZEF soldiers, 
of whom 2700 died and 
another 4750 were wounded 
or incapacitated by disease. 

But when you look at New 
Zealand's military contribu- 
tion to World War I as a whole, 
Gallipoli is in turn completely 
dwarfed by the scale of the sac- 
rifice rendered by our troops 
on the Western Front. 

The New Zealanders fought 
in Flanders and Picardy for 
almost three years, from April 
1916 through to the Armistice 
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Into the fire: from left. New 
Zealand soldiers prepare 
for action at Gallipoli;

in November 1918, suffering 
47,900 casualties, including 
12,400 dead. They endured 
German artillery bombard- 
ments far more intense than 
anything the comparatively 
weak and poorly supplied 
Ottoman artillery inflicted at 
Gallipoli in 1915. They also 
had to grapple with the terrify- 
ing prospect of a maiming or 
an agonising death by poison 
gas or being burnt alive by 
flame throwers, none of which 
troops faced at Gallipoli. 

REMEMBER THE WESTERN FRONT? 

But mention NZEF battles of 
the Western Front such as 
Flers-Courcelette, Messines and 
Bapaume to most Kiwis and 
you'll draw a blank - they'll 
have never heard of them. So 
what is it with Gallipoli? Why 
does it have such a grip on our 
national psyche 100 years after 
the event? Three words: the 


Anzac legend. 

Whatever you may think 
of it - whether you embrace it 
with pride as an intrinsic foun- 
dation of our national identity 
or reject that argument and 
insist it has no bearing on 
that identity, at least not any 
more - there's no denying that 
Gallipoli is the birthplace of 
the Anzac legend. That legend, 
conjuring up virtues such as 
bravery and sacrifice but above 
all those sacrosanct bonds 
of "mateship", a concept we 
like to think is unique to the 
New Zealand (and Australian, 
obviously) character, has been 
passed on from one genera- 
tion to the next thanks to its 
intimate connection to that 
one day of the year when we 
pause to acknowledge and 
commemorate the nation's 
war dead, Anzac Day. 

On April 25, 1915, some 
20,000 citizen-soldier 


volunteers of the then 
British dominions of New 
Zealand and Australia, grouped 
together as the Australian and 
New Zealand Army Corps 
(Anzac), landed on the shores 
of Gallipoli at a place called Ari 
Burnu (Aribumn). The Anzacs 
were part of the British-led 
Mediterranean Expedition- 
ary Force (MEF) assigned to 
invade the Gallipoli Peninsula 
in a bold but tragically flawed 
attempt to knock the Ottoman 
Empire out of World War I in a 
single strategic blow. 

Ari Burnu (soon renamed 
Anzac Cove by the troops) 
wasn't where they were 
supposed to land, a mistake 
that pretty much set the 
benchmark for the muddled 
direction, haphazard organisa- 
tion and repeated failures in 
leadership that became the 
hallmarks of the campaign 
that followed. Instead of a 


gentle beach and easy-going 
country beyond, the men 
were confronted by a maze 
of inhospitable cliffs, ravines, 
ridges and gullies. They 
pressed on regardless. 

Opposing the Anzacs was a 
single Ottoman battalion of 
about 800 men assigned to 
defend the area, but they were 
joined by another 14,000 Arab 
and Turkish soldiers as the day 
wore on. The Ottoman gener- 
als were determined to throw 
the invaders back into the sea, 
but although the Anzacs lost 
much of the ground gained 
earlier that morning, they 
managed to hang on, dig in 
and establish a defendable 
frontline around their tiny 
beachhead. The result was a 
stalemate - and a costly one at 
that: by day's end some 2000 
Anzacs were killed, wounded 
or missing, including several 
hundred New Zealanders.

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NEWS TRAVELS SLOWLY 

The first reports about the land- 
ings in the Dardanelles appeared 
in New Zealand newspapers 
within a couple of days, but 
the first substantive casualty 
lists to give a true indication of 
the extent of the losses did not 
appear until about two weeks 


later. By that stage the New 
Zealand Infantry Brigade had 
been ferried down from Anzac 
Cove to the other Allied beach- 
head, Cape Helles, to take part 
in the Second Battle of Krithia 
(May 6-8, 1915). Earlier attempts 
by British and French troops 
to capture the village of Krithia 



'Any wonder 
men break?' 


Hastings bank clerk 
George Bollinger recorded 
the physical and mental 
discomforts of the soldier's 
life in his diary: 

"Is it any wonder men 
break down? The heat is 
intense, flies swarm the 
trenches in millions. The 
stench from the bodies of 
our men lying on trenches 
in front is choking and 
nearly unbearable. It is 
hard to think that each of 


and the hill of Achi Baba 
that overlooked it had ended 
in bloody failure. This latest 
battle for the same ground 
simply repeated this failure 
and cost the New Zealand- 
ers another 800 casualties 
(when the battle was over, 
the survivors were sent back 
up to Anzac). 

The upshot was that 
within the space of just over 
two weeks, some 2000 New 
Zealand soldiers had become 
combat casualties and were 
dead, wounded or reported 
missing (nearly all the 
missing later turned out to 
have died on the battlefield 
- only 25 New Zealanders 
were taken prisoner by the 
Ottomans during the entire 
eight-month campaign). 
Before this, the New Zealand 
public's only benchmark for 
the level of sacrifice our par- 
ticipation in an overseas war 
might require was the experi- 
ence of the South African 
War 13 years earlier: a total 
of 230 New Zealanders dead 
from three years' of fighting, 
out of a force of 6000 men. 
Now we had surpassed that 
loss in just the first two weeks 
of a military operation that 
had no obvious end in sight. 

The nation's shock at the 
scale of our losses was com- 
pounded by the arrival on 


July 15 of the first shipload 
of men wounded at Gallipoli 
to return home. Here was the 
final proof, if it was needed, 
of the true cost of New 
Zealand's commitment to the 
empire's war effort, as hun- 
dreds of young men who'd 
left the country nine months 
earlier strong, healthy and 
eager to fight now returned 
broken in body and spirit. 

There would be more 
bloody battles before it was 
all over, of course, most nota- 
bly the disastrous Sari Bair 
offensive, a massive all-out 
Allied assault that included a 
new landing by British forces 
at Suvla Bay, 7km north of 
Anzac Cove. The offensive 
began on August 6, and after 
three days of ferocious fight- 
ing it had failed to achieve 
any of its key aims, barring 
the capture of Chunuk Bair 
by the Wellington Battalion 
under pugnacious com- 
mander Lieutenant-Colonel 
William Malone (who would 
die there). 

Although the Wellington 
Battalion men doomed 
themselves in their dogged 
defence of Chunuk Bair, 
they were not alone in 
their sacrifice. By the time 
the remnants of the other 
New Zealand and British 
regiments that held the line 
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these men is some mother's 
son. We see such scenes and 
still some newspapers have the 
audacity to suggest we like this 
life. Sometimes I think England 
is bankrupt for troops. We are 
doing 96 hours a week without 
sleep in the trenches." 

Bollinger was wounded in 
action on June 8, 1917, during 
the Messines offensive and 
died two days later. His brother 
Herman was killed in March 
1918 and their father, Max, later 
died, it is said, "of a broken 
heart at the loss of his sons". 
The Bollinger family also had 
eight cousins who died on the 
Western Front fighting on the 
other side. 



1 know you'll 
never forget' 



A letter to his wife, Ida, from 
Lieutenant-Colonel William 
Malone of Taranaki, the com- 
mander of the Wellington 
Battalion, is full of foreboding. 

"You know how I love and 
have loved you, and we have 
had many years of great happi- 
ness together. If at any time in 
the past I seemed absorbed in 
'affairs', it was that I might make a 
proper provision for you and the 
children. 

"That was due from me. It is 


true perhaps that I overdid 
it somewhat. I believe now 
that I did, but did not see 
it at the time. I regret very 
much now that it was so 
and that I lost more happi- 
ness than I need have done. 
You must forgive me . . . 

"I know you'll never forget or 
let the dear children do so." 

Malone wrote that when he 
and his men went into action on 
April 27, there was a 40% loss of 
troops. "They were all very brave. 
No cries or even groans. Fight 
and dig night and day for 8 days. 
No blankets. Living in trenches, 
yet cheery and unshaken." 

Malone was killed at Chunuk 
Bair on August 8, 1915. 


with them were relieved in 
the early hours of August 10, 
New Zealand casualties for the 
offensive had topped 2400. 

The losses were the more 
bitter to swallow because it 
had all been for nothing. The 
same day the New Zealand- 
ers were relieved and moved 
off Chunuk Bair, the Turks 
counterattacked and retook it. 
The MEF never really recov- 
ered from the Sari Bair failure, 
and although the campaign 
dragged on for another four

months, there were no more 
ambitious offensives, and for 
the New Zealanders, thank- 
fully, no more Chunuk Bairs. 
The evacuation of Anzac Cove 
and Suvla Bay from December 
15-20 was about the only time 
things went to plan for the 
MEF. 

REGROUPING AS NZ DIVISION 

After Gallipoli, the NZEF spent 
the first four months of 1916 


rebuilding and reorganising 
itself in Egypt. This led to the 
creation of the New Zealand 
Division, a much enlarged 
infantry force from the one 
that had served at Gallipoli, 
which was sent to France in 
April 1916. It spent most of 
the year in a quiet sector of 
the Western Front and did not 
take part in any large-scale 
fighting until the Battle of 
Flers-Courcelette in late Sep- 
tember. By then, Gallipoli and 
the associated Anzac legend 
had already taken hold of 
the public's imagination back 
in New Zealand. Although 
Gallipoli would shortly be 
overshadowed by the losses to 
come on the Western Front, in 
the long term it didn't matter. 

Gallipoli was the first great 
shock, the first time New 
Zealand had suffered so much 
grief and loss in such a short 
space of time as a result of an 
overseas military commitment. 
The result was immediate 
and palpable. The men who 
had fought there, the original 
Anzacs, were feted as being 
the embodiment of all the 
best qualities and virtues the 
dominion's manhood had to 
offer both country and empire. 
For alongside the grief there 
was also a bitter-sweet pride. 
Although Gallipoli was a 
tragic defeat, many consoled 


themselves with the notion 
that the Anzacs were not to 
blame; whatever else may 
have gone wrong, the Anzacs 
emerged from the campaign 
with a hard-won reputation 
as first-rate soldiers. That 
reputation remains what all 
New Zealand servicemen and 
women measures themselves 
against. 

In keeping with the senti- 
ment, the first Anzac Day was 
observed on April 25, 1916, to 
acknowledge the service and 
sacrifice of the men who had 
fought at Gallipoli, encour- 
aged by a wartime government 
keen to exploit its potential as 
a recruitment tool. But even by 
the war's end, it had become 
the de facto day of commemo- 
ration of all our war dead. 

Since then, Anzac Day 
has had to incorporate 
Kiwis' service and sacrifice 
in a depressingly long list of 
overseas conflicts, includ- 
ing another world war and 
right up to the New Zealand 
Defence Force commitment 
to Afghanistan that officially 
came to an end only last 
year. The day itself has come 
to mean different things to 
different people in different 
eras, from being the subject of 
controversy and protest during 
the Vietnam War to the grass- 
roots resurgence in popularity 


of the general public in the 
1990s and 2000s. But one 
constant through all those 
years has been the inextricable 
link between Anzac Day and 
the military campaign that 
led to its creation. Whereas 
the battles of Messines, El 
Alamein, Kapyong and many 
more besides have faded from 
popular memory with each 
passing generation, the story 
of Gallipoli is revived and 
renewed each April 25. 

Some, especially veterans 
of those other conflicts (not 
least the ghosts of the Western 
Front), may decry this as 
unfair or lacking historical 
perspective - and they have 
a point. But it's to no avail - 
it's too late. Gallipoli got in 
first. The nation's first real 
experience of the human cost 
of taking a front seat in a full- 
scale conventional war began 
on that rugged little beach at 
Ari Burnu 100 years ago this 
week. It's a lesson that, thanks 
to Anzac Day, the nation has 
never forgotten. I

Icebreaker 
man cometh 

After leaving Air NZ, Rob Fyfe didn’t 
want another CEO role, but now he’s 
running Icebreaker with big plans for 
the iconic Kiwi brand. byPioNAROiHERHAM 


ow he’s got his trendily 
shod feet well and truly 
under the desk, what 
does former Air New 
Zealand boss Rob Fyfe 
have in store for Kiwi 
outdoor clothing brand 
Icebreaker? 

In a corner of Icebreaker's funky new 
Auckland head office sits a large desk 
with two seats - one for Fyfe, the new 
chief executive, and the other for the 
firm’s founder, chairman, former CEO 
and now creative director, Jeremy Moon. 
Until recently, the pair were also neigh- 
bours. The shared desk symbolises the 
partnership approach they’ve taken to 
running the business, started 20 years 
ago by Moon, who remains the majority 
shareholder. 

The corporate landscape is littered 
with stories of failed handovers when a 


founder steps back but then doesn’t like 
the outcome or simply stmggles to let 
go. Moon says Icebreaker’s story will be 
successful - but then he hasn’t really let 
go. He is sticking to what he’s good at and 
has brought in someone to do the kind 
of things he stmggled to enjoy, such as 
implementing new IT systems and dou- 
bling the size of the supply chain as the 
company grew to its current $200 million 
turnover and 450 staff. 

Handing over the mantle last June to 
Fyfe - who really didn’t want another 
chief executive role after leaving Air New 
Zealand - was a "huge relief’’. Moon says. 
It followed a lengthy incubation period 
when Fyfe sat on the board, including as 
executive chairman, while he got to know 
the business. 

Once Fyfe became passionate about 
the challenge of building a global brand 
from New Zealand, he was persuaded to

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become CEO, although he says he spent 
six months exploring the idea because the 
track record of these t 3 ^es of relationships 
has not been that good. 

"I seem to be able to quite easily grap- 
ple with some of these challenging and 
complex issues for a global business like 
Icebreaker. Jeremy's passion is around 
design, the brand and the sense of identity 
for the company. I wanted a lower public 
profile so we felt, 'Okay let's do a role 
swap.'" 

The pair wrote a partnership document, 
anticipating the scenarios under the new 
roles and what success would look like. 
"We hard-wired how we were going to 
behave and respond, and actually that 
has been the critical piece because I think 
it has been a great success. I'm playing to 
my strengths and Rob to his," Moon says. 
Fyfe says, "So far, so good." 

Fyfe as CEO has the final say on all 
executive decisions but reports to Moon 


A RADICAL COMPANY REDESIGN 

Icebreaker now sells its products through 
5000 stores in 50 countries, with 85% 
of sales in the Northern Hemisphere. 

Two years ago, the merino activewear 
company, which is often held up as an 
exemplar to other Kiwi exporters, decided 
to reinvent itself as a multichannel global 
wholesaler and retailer. That involved set- 
ting up its own stores and e-commerce to 
directly engage with customers. 

It required a radical company rede- 
sign, and though Fyfe is still fine-tuning 
the best strategy to deliver that, he's 
focused on beefing up the back end of the 
business. 

"The systems and the infrastmcture 
behind it weren't fully developed to sup- 
port a business of this size and certainly 
not fully developed to support a business 
we hope will grow to double that size over 
the next eight to 10 years," he says. 

He also hopes to downsize by a quarter

as chairman. And Moon, as creative direc- 
tor, reports to Fyfe. One thing Moon says 
he learnt in management is you can't 
delegate unless you tmst the values and 
judgment of whom you're delegating to. 

"That's my golden rule. Moving to a 
chairman role. I'm delegating all the oper- 
ating and strategic responsibility to the 
chief executive and it's because I do have a 
long-term relationship of trust." 

One of Moon's dying acts as CEO was 
to personally announce the closure of 
the Wellington office, integrating all its 
activities into the Auckland office where 
it now has 80 staff, with a similar number 
in its other head office in Portland, US. 
Although it was the right move. Moon 
describes it as the hardest thing he's had 
to do, given 30 out of the 50 Welling- 
ton staff decided against relocating to 
Auckland. 

One positive was Fyfe being able to 
rebuild the team in his own way and 
bring fresh thinking to the Auckland 
office where half the staff have been there 
less than a year. 


the company's massive range of more 
than 2000 different products in each of 
the four ranges delivered annually. The 
company was product-centric rather than 
being geared towards meeting customer 
needs, and Fyfe's aim is to "bring the 
brand to life in a way that engages and 
resonates with customers". 

Rather than remain centrally driven 
from head office, Fyfe has changed the 
business model to regional teams that 
control the business to deliver products 
that reflect what customers want in each 
market. That meant moving from a global 
head of wholesale and other business 
units to appointing regional heads in each 
of the four main markets: Europe, Canada, 
the US and New Zealand- Australia. 

Moon says it's important to have locals 
running each market region, something 
known as glocalisation. "The model for 
building a world-class business from New 
Zealand is to have wholly owned subsidi- 
aries mn by like-minded souls that are 
local. If we sent a whole lot of Kiwis to the 
US like I tried in the early days, you'll have 


lots of fun and some great dinners but 
they won't do business with you because 
they think you don't understand their 
market." 

While the new regional heads final- 
ise detailed plans, Fyfe is reviewing the 
global support functions, including ways 
to simplify and improve the cost and 
productivity within the supply chain and 
product design. 

The process is complicated by having to 
maintain the values and ethics the com- 
pany has been built on. Its manufacturers 
in China, Vietnam, the US and Italy have 
to meet strict environmental and social 
standards. Similarly, Icebreaker pays more 
for its wool because it sources as much as 
possible from New Zealand high country 
farmers who are contracted to meet high 
quality and animal welfare standards. 

Fyfe said he was attracted to the brand i 

because of those values and they're the 
last thing he would want to change. "It's 
about how do we take the heritage and • 

the success of Icebreaker, which has grown 
phenomenally quickly, and bring the 
disciplines and experience I have growing 
large global organisations - how do we 
take Icebreaker forward in a sustainable, 
financially successful way, manage the 
risks, make sure we're customer led and 
grow a $200 million business into a $500 
million one?" « 

NO RESTING ON ANY LAURELS 

The pace of change may have left some , 

"scratching their heads" about what is , 

going on, Fyfe says, but the same thing 
happened when he took the helm at Air 
New Zealand. 

"People will be looking at some of the I 

challenges we face in our sector; clearly 
there are some notable examples in the 
apparel sector in this part of the world - 
Kathmandu and Pumpkin Patch - that 
are challenged. The margin challenges in 
the business have been probably as acute 
as they have ever been but all four of our 
regions are still profitable." 

One-time sharemarket star Pumpkin 
Patch is seeking proposals to acquire or 
refinance the troubled children's cloth- 
ing retailer after warning in November it 
risked breaching its banking covenants. 

Its shares have fallen 50% in the past 
year while outdoor clothing brand 
Kathmandu's shares have fallen 60% fol- 
lowing a string of poor-trading updates. 
Kathmandu's first-half results released in 
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March posted a $1.8 million loss for the 
six months ending January 31, compared 
with an $11.4 million profit in the same 
period the previous year. 

Fyfe claims to be working harder at 
Icebreaker than he ever has before and 
travelling more than he did with the 
airline. In his first year, margins have been 
squeezed by more competition, higher 
wool prices and currency fluctuations. 
Icebreaker gets only 12-13% of its revenue 
from New Zealand - half its sales are in 
Europe where the euro has fallen 10%. 

"That means by the time you convert 
them back to New Zealand dollars, you 



THE OUTDOOR MERINO MARKET 

One of Icebreaker's biggest challenges - 
and conversely its biggest opportunity - is 
growth in the outdoor merino market. 
Icebreaker pioneered the use of merino 
in active outdoor wear, which is why it 
took 10 years to hit the first $10 million in 
sales. Over the next six years, the market 
exploded, surging from $10 million in 
sales for Icebreaker to $150 million and 
since growing by another $50 million. 
Given it was rising faster than the overall 
outdoor apparel market, the company was 
taking market share from its competitors, 
which sat up and took notice. 

"Today when we go out 
and knock on the door, we're 
not just having to say, 'This is 
why you should buy merino 
over synthetic.' We're saying, 
'This is why you should buy 
Icebreaker versus the 160 
other brands out there that 
are using merino wool," Fyfe 
says. 

There are still only a few 
other competitors so focused 
on merino, but some of the 
world's biggest outdoor cloth- 
ing brands, such as Patagonia 
and Nike, incorporate some 
merino into their garment 
range. 

Icebreaker has hired an 
agency - DDE - to produce 
consumer advertising 
campaigns, something it 
hasn't done before, while 
the bigger brand strategy is 
being figured out. Fyfe thinks 
Icebreaker has an advantage 
in being founder-led, unlike 
its mostly publicly listed competitors, and 
he wants the brand story to reflect the 
company's roots and founder. The brand 
is well-known in New Zealand, but few 
consumers in offshore markets would 
know who Moon is, he says. 

For "any organisation, whether it's 
Air New Zealand, Icebreaker or Virgin 
Airlines, having a human face that people 
can relate to and identify with is a really 
powerful brand-positioning tool". 

Moon says, "1 think what Rob is saying 
is that he doesn't want to have to be the 
face of it as he was in previous roles, but 
neither of us is looking to be Richard 
Branson here. It's kind of the opposite: the 
hero has to be Icebreaker." I 


get 10% less than you thought you were 
going to get back. A lot of our cost base is 
in US dollars, and the US dollar has been 
getting stronger, so we've had to adjust 
our business to deal with some of those 
currency fluctuations. 

"This is a business where if you're 
resting on your laurels and think it's all 
going swimmingly, something will be just 
around the corner that is going to trip 
you up. You only have to look around 
the industry at the moment and see some 
big examples of how quickly you can go 
from being the poster child to finding the 
market conditions really tough." 


"The question is the speed we're 
prepared to do it at. We can do it slowly 
and fund it out of existing resources 
or we may choose to accelerate that 
process. I'll have a better view of the 
answer to that question in two to three 
months." 

For his part. Moon says he's happy 
with "the cadence we're operating at" for 
the medium term. "If we saw a really big 
upside, then we might look at additional 
capital into the business, but we're being 
very disciplined around that. Our phase at 
the moment is making what we have got, 
better." 


THE MONEY QUESTION 

Icebreaker has opened 25 of its own 
stores so far worldwide, funded from 
revenue, with shareholders forgoing 
dividends to reinvest profit back into the 
business. 

Fyfe says pursuing the new strategy 
aggressively will require more capital - 
each new store costs about a half million. 
Those strategic choices are yet to be made, 
with the four options being to continue 
self-funding from revenue, to ask existing 
shareholders for additional funds, to have 
a public listing and to find a cornerstone 
investor.

Keep your 
hair on 

One of cancer treatment’s 
worst side effects, hair loss, 
can be kept under control - 
but not yet in New Zealand. 


S ydney cancer specialist Fran Boyle was 
sceptical when nurses in the oncology 
unit at Mater Hospital asked if they could 
start using special frozen caps to cool 
patients’ scalps and help prevent the 
hair-loss associated with chemotherapy. 
She thought people would find the caps - which 
must be worn before, during and after chemother- 
apy infusions - too uncomfortable. She was also 
worried that introducing scalp cooling would put 
unnecessary pressure on staff and waste precious 
"chair time” in the oncology unit. 

"Patients using the caps need to stay in the unit 
longer, so unless you can find another place for 
them to go once their chemotherapy is finished, 
you risk clogging up the works and stopping other 
patients getting into a chair for treatment,” says 
Boyle. 

However, the caps have been so successful that 
Mater Hospital - a large private hospital in North 
Sydney - is now Australia's leading scalp-cooling 
centre and Boyle is confident the treatment is here 
to stay. 

"There is definitely resistance from medical and 
nursing staff, but it’s perfectly doable - though it

I think it's going to be one of 
those slow, patient-driven things." 

That's because wearing a frozen cap 
to cool your scalp from 36°C to below 
22°C while you receive chemotherapy 
drugs really does stop your hair from 
falling out. Most people who use the 
caps lose some hair, but at least half 
retain enough to make it hard to tell 
they are having chemotherapy. 

And as Breast Cancer Aotearoa 
Coalition chairwoman Libby Burgess 
points out, hair loss regularly ranks 
as one of the worst side effects of 
chemotherapy. "It's a major block 
to quality of life. It changes your 
sense of self and your feelings of 
self-confidence." It's also a very public 
statement that you are undergoing 
cancer treatment. 


Most people who use 
the caps lose some 
hair, but at least half 
retain enough to make 
it hard to tell they are 
having chemotherapy. 


"It's a biggie," agrees Christchurch 
oncologist Bridget Robinson. "No one 
knows you're having chemotherapy 
until your hair falls out." Despite 
that, she's not yet convinced of the 
value of scalp cooling, largely because 
she's concerned that providing it 
will put even more pressure on the 
public hospital oncology units, where 
most New Zealanders with cancer are 
treated. 

Although it's only just getting 
established in Australia - mostly in 
private hospitals - and it isn't cur- 
rently available in New Zealand, scalp 
cooling is taking off elsewhere. It's 
common in Europe, and thanks to 
charity Macmillan Cancer Support, 


it's available in many British public 
hospitals. The Food and Dmg Admin- 
istration is expected to approve the 
treatment in the United States later 
this year, which is likely to raise its 
international profile. 

S calp cooling has been practised 
since the 1970s, and at present 
there are two approaches. The 
first requires frequent cap changes, 
as well as access to a special freezer 
(or large quantities of dry ice) to keep 
the caps cold. The second involves 
wearing a cap that's kept chilled with 
a chair-side refrigeration unit. Boyle 
says this method is more popular 
with both staff and patients at Mater 
Hospital. 

Whichever method is used, the 
treatment can be uncomfortable, and 
some people abandon it because they 
find spending five or six hours wear- 
ing a very cold cap too painful. 

Not everyone having chemother- 
apy can use scalp cooling. It depends 
on the type of dmgs being using, 
how often they need to be taken and 
how long it takes to administer them. 
Suitable candidates include those 
with early-stage breast cancer, as well 
prostate, lung, ovarian and colorectal 
cancer. 

The science behind the treat- 
ment's success is still unclear, but it 
seems lowering the temperature of 
the scalp reduces the flow of drugs 
to the hair follicles. This has led to 
concerns that users are more likely 
to develop secondary cancers in their 
scalp. However, Boyle says large stud- 
ies in Europe suggest this is not the 
case. She believes scalp cooling will 
eventually become a routine option 
for cancer patients on both sides of 
the Tasman. 

"I think that's where we're work- 
ing towards. You can start with a 
small group of patients and just one 
machine, and once you're confident 
about it you can roll it out to other 
patients." I 


HEALTH BRIEFS 


ADHD'S HIGHS AND LOWS 

It seems the higher the altitude you 
live at, the less likely you are to have 
ADHD. A study reported in the Jour- 
nal of Attention Disorders found that 
5.6% of children living in Nevada - 
an average of 1700m above sea level 
- have been diagnosed with ADHD, 
compared with 15.6% in North 
Carolina, whose elevation averages 
264m. ADHD is associated with low 
levels of dopamine, which we pro- 
duce more of at higher altitudes. 

CHEERS FOR CHEESE 

The French fondness for cheese 
might help protect them from 
heart disease. Danish researchers 
compared the gut bacteria of men 
who consumed either cheese or 
milk with those who ate butter 
but no cheese. They found the 
cheese eaters had higher levels of 
butyrate, which is linked to reduced 
cholesterol. They say this suggests 
gut microbes have a role to play in 
cardiovascular health, and might 
help explain why the French have 
healthy hearts despite their high 
saturated fat intake.

Unscrambling 

eggs 

After being wrongly 
accused of cholesterol 
crimes, the egg’s reputation 
has been restored. 

T he humble egg is due an apology. It’s 
been much maligned over the years, 
thanks to being high in dietary choles- 
terol, and shunned by many people who 
feared regularly eating omelettes and 
boiled eggs could lead to a heart attack. 

It’s been a gradual shift, but we’re now realis- 
ing eggs have had a bad rap. Yes, they’re high in 
cholesterol, but now we understand that it’s not 
the levels of this waxy substance in food that raise 
cholesterol in our blood and put us at greater risk of 
heart disease - instead, it’s saturated fat. 

New research has found that eggs may even 
be the good guys when it comes to helping keep 
type 2 diabetes at bay. In the past, it was assumed 
high-cholesterol foods raised the risk of diabetes, 
but a study carried out by the University of Eastern 
Finland has turned that thinking on its head. 

The Finnish researchers examined the role eggs 



play in type 2 diabetes by looking at 
the health of 2332 men aged 42-60 
whose eating habits were recorded 
in the 1980s. When the men were 
revisited almost 20 years later, 432 of 
them were found to have developed 
diabetes. When the researchers looked 
at the egg consumption of the study 
participants, they found that men 
who ate about four eggs a week had 
a 37% lower risk of getting type 2 
diabetes than those who ate only one 
egg a week. Eating more than four 
eggs a week did not provide any extra 
health benefits. 

The research also found a connec- 
tion between egg consumption and 
lowered blood sugar levels. These 
links remained strong even when var- 
iable factors such as physical activity, 
body mass index, smoking and fruit 
and vegetable intake were accounted 
for. Researcher Jyrki Virtanen says 
the study suggests the overall health 
effects of foods are difficult to predict 
based on a single nutrient, such as 
cholesterol. 

Eggs are a good example of a food 
packed with lots of nutrients that 
sometimes get overlooked because of 
one standout substance - in this case, 
cholesterol. Eggs contain more than

1 1 essential vitamins and minerals 
including selenium, folate, calcium, 
iodine, iron, zinc, phosphorous and 
vitamins A, B5, B12, D and E. They’re 
also a source of lutein and zeaxan- 
thin, which may be able to reduce the 
risk of age-related macular degenera- 
tion, the leading cause of blindness in 
the developed world. 

Egg yolks, meanwhile, are high 
in choline, an organic compound 
that does the vital job of helping cell 
membranes and the nervous system to 
function properly and reduces chronic 
inflammation in the body. And a 
single egg has 6-7g of high-quality 
protein, which helps to build muscle. 
The protein in eggs is also useful 
when it comes to weight control - it 
helps you to feel full for longer. 

A lthough the dietary cholesterol 
in eggs is no longer considered 
to increase the risk of heart 
disease in most people, those who 
already have the condition or are at 
high risk of it may need to limit their 
intake - they should talk to their 
doctor or a nutritionist about how 
much is good for them. And it’s also 
important to realise that not all egg 
dishes are created equal: eggs scram- 
bled with spinach and mushrooms 
are better for us than those fried in 
lots of butter or oil and dished up 
with bacon or sausages. 

Eggs not only are a nutritional 
powerhouse, but also might make 
you more generous. Researchers at 
the Leiden Institute for Brain and 
Cognition in the Netherlands decided 
to see if eating foods that contain the 
amino acid tryptophan made people 
more charitable. Tryptophan - found 
in eggs, poultry, nuts and seeds, 
cheese and soy products - triggers 
the production of serotonin, and 
increased levels of serotonin in the 
body are associated with more social 
behaviour, including acts of kindness. 

The researchers gave a small group 
of volunteers either a placebo or the 
amount of tryptophan that would be 
found in three eggs. Then they gave 
them $15 and asked if they’d leave 
some of it to charity. On average, the 
people who consumed the trypto- 
phan donated twice as much as those 
who took the placebo. I

Warming, cooling, hearty, 
light ... whichever way you 
play it, soup’s a winner. 


S oup may be the ultimate comfort 
food. In summer, cool versions 
such as gazpacho and cucumber 
are refreshing, and when it’s cold 
outside, a steaming-hot bowl is always 
welcome. 

Whatever the weather, it’s crucial 
that soup be full of flavour, and the 
secret is in the stock. The boxed versions you find 
on supermarket shelves come in handy, but the 
additives and preservatives many contain can over- 
whelm the delicate flavours of homemade soup. 

It’s better to buy fresh, refrigerated stock or to make 
your own. 

Vegetable stock for vegetable-based soups is quick 
and easy to prepare: finely chop a leek, an onion, 
a few stalks of celery and two large carrots. Heat a 
tablespoon or two of olive oil in a large pan and 
add the vegetables. Stir well, lower the heat and 
allow the vegetables to soften with a minimum 
of browning. Add a few sliced mushrooms, some 
parsley stalks and a couple of sprigs of thyme, plus 
a little garlic if that will suit your soup. Pour in a 
couple of litres of water and simmer for about an 
hour. Strain into a clean container and refrigerate 
for use within 3-4 days or freeze. 

There’s an impressive diversity and creativity of 
soups in almost all cuisines. For many, any slowly 
cooked saucy, braised or stewed dish can become 
a soup with the addition of extra liquid. Add rice, 
noodles, pasta, beans, lentils or other filling ingredi- 
ents for a satisfying complete meal. 

Perhaps the best thing about making soup is 
there are no rules, and unlike baking, it’s not 
necessary to slavishly stick to a recipe. Substitute 
ingredients for others, throw in a few leftovers from 
the fridge or add an extra bit of this or that to make 
something new (a word to the wise: it’s a good idea 
to record what you did in case of a spectacularly 
delicious result). 

A new addition to my kitchen, an immersion 
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blender, has renewed my enthusiasm for soup- 
making. It has a sharp blade attached to a long 
handle and is especially convenient because it can 
be plunged right into the pot to blend the contents 
to a velvety texture, which beats transferring soup 
to a food processor or blender and creating more 
dishes to wash. 

BOTH OF THE FOLLOWING soups are excellent 
served hot or chilled. 

BEETROOT AND BALSAMIC SOUP 

600g beetroot (about 3 medium-sized) 

1 red onion, coarsely chopped 
3 tbsp butter 
1 sprig thyme 

1 litre chicken or vegetable stock 

2 tbsp balsamic vinegar 
1 cup Greek yogurt 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
A few mint leaves, sliced 

Peel the beetroot and onion and chop coarsely. 

Melt the butter in a large heavy saucepan and add 
the onion, beetroot and thyme. Cook, stirring occa- 
sionally, for about 10 minutes or until the onion 
starts to soften. 

Add the stock and bring to a simmer. Cover the 
pan loosely with a lid and continue to simmer for 
30-40 minutes until the beetroot is soft. 

Puree the mixture in a blender or with an immer- 
sion blender until smooth. To make the soup really 
velvety, strain it through a fine sieve. 

Add the vinegar and half the yogurt and blend 
well. Season to taste. Serve hot or chilled with extra 
yogurt and the sliced mint to garnish.

A touch of Tuscany 

Matakana wineries may be 
pushing the boundaries, but 
the results are better than ever. 


t's where we are that makes 
the difference/' enthuse the 
winegrowers of Matakana, less 
than an hour's drive north of 
Auckland. With its lovely hills, fields 
and vineyards, the district has been 
compared to Tuscany. 

After a couple of days visiting the 
wine producers in the area, I came 
away with two main impressions. 

A new breed of young professional 
winemakers is ushering in a new era 
of Matakana wines, which are fresher, 
more vibrantly fruity and downright 
more enjoyable than ever. But they 
need to address a basic problem. 
Many of "Matakana's" vineyards are 
actually in Mahurangi, not Matakana, 
including Ascension, Brick Bay, Her- 
on's Flight, Mahurangi River Winery, 


chocolate. Generous, firm and youth- 
ful, it's built to last. $50 

Ascension The Twelve Apostles Matakana 
Malbec/Merlot 2013 ★★★★ 

Deeply coloured, this rich, smooth 
red has strong, ripe berry and plum 
flavours, seasoned with spicy oak.

Peel the potatoes and chop into small dice. 
Remove and discard the tough green tops from 
the leeks, split the remainder down the centre 
and wash well under cold running water to 
remove the dirt. Slice finely. 

Put the chopped potato and leek into a large 
saucepan, add the stock and bring to a simmer. 
Cook gently for about 20 minutes until the 
potatoes can be easily crushed against the 
sides of the pan. Add the peas and cook for 2 
minutes. 

Take the pan off the heat and allow to cool 
a little. Puree the soup in a blender or with an 
immersion blender. Don't over-process as the 
potato may become gluey. 

Return the soup to the heat and add the 
cream and chopped parsley, stirring well as you 
bring it to a simmer. Season to taste. 

Serve hot or chilled with a few parsley leaves 
scattered over the top.

Recipe for a kid 

Take one small person, 
add love, a sense of 
community and a pinch 
of distress. Raise slowly. 

I t's long seemed to me that many of the prob- 
lems of the world have their root in one of two 
things: not enough hugs or too many. 

Look at the Authoritarian Personality, for 
instance, published in 1950 based on research pur- 
porting to explain Nazi atrocities during World War 
II. Taking a leaf from Sigmund Freud, it was argued 
that young Germans experienced a particular com- 
bination of unaffectionate and punitive parenting 
that produced particularly angry little boys and girls. 

Rather than risk further punishment by being 
angry towards their parents, these children grew 
into adults who cast about for weaker targets that 
they could direct their aggression at. As Yoda said, 
fear leads to anger, anger leads to hate, and hate 
leads to suffering. Not enough hugs, in other words. 

Contrast this deficits-based theory of sociali- 
sation with one in which children learn to be 
aggressive from their role models. Just imagine 
what it would be like to be home-schooled by a

white nationalist apologist, as were Lynx and Lamb 
Gaede. You might remember these American twins: 
no different from many a tween on Lambton Quay 
or Queen St, except that the yellow smiley faces on 
their T-shirts had little Hitler moustaches on them. 

As far as I know, there isn't a widespread, 
seething white-supremacist undercurrent in 
New Zealand, but we do have our fair share of 
more mundane naughtiness. The recent spate of 
train-riding, luggage conveyor-riding and rooftop- 
planking transgressions by youngsters "just for a 
laugh", for example. And what's more, in one of 



these cases, lawyers got involved at 
the behest of parents concerned that 
their cherubs might suffer dispropor- 
tionate consequences for their japes. 

Boy, has this galvanised talkback 
radio. What does this teach the kids, 
the ranting goes, but that money and 
lawyers make you above the system, 
producing a breeding ground for 
entitlement? Sounds like too many 
hugs to me. 

A re there grounds for concern in 
this latest moral panic? Yes, I 
think there might be a kernel. 
For a start, the young are more self- 
involved than ever. Not only are 
young adults more narcissistic than 
their elders, but they're probably 
more narcissistic than their equiva- 
lents 40 years ago. I say probably 
because there's no good data in New 
Zealand to confirm these findings 
from other parts of the world. 

We can legitimately blame a few 
fads for part of this. Social media 
give people a platform and reason to 
believe they're the centre of the uni- 
verse. And there's been a lot of effort 
since the 1970s to make sure young 
people develop self-esteem. 

The trouble is, if you build esteem 
the wrong way, you don't get healthy 
self-regard, but rather narcissistic 


over-entitlement. Support for this 
comes from an amazing endeavour 
that has recently hit the news. 

A study led by Eddie Brummelman 
at the University of Amsterdam pitted 
too-many-hugs against not-enough- 
hugs by tracking the development of 
narcissistic traits in a group of young- 
sters from the age of seven to 1 1 or 
12. In a fairly resounding victory 
for too-many-hugs, Brummelman 
and colleagues found that parents 
- particularly fathers - who empha- 
sised to their children how special, 
unique and better than their peers 
they were produced more narcissistic 
12-year-olds. 

So what's the recipe for raising 
appropriately entitled kids? Tell your 
kids you love them, not that they're 
more special than others. Help them 
learn to tolerate distress - be there to 
help them when they fail rather than 
deprive them of the chance to fail. 

Don't try to make every moment 
the most special it can be: it's not all 
about quality time, but rather travel- 
ling alongside your children through 
the mundanities of everyday life. 

And show them how to empa- 
thise - role-model what it means to 
be part of a community. It sounds 
suspiciously like common sense. I'm 
afraid. I

say, mammoths: poor DNA quality and 
contamination, finding a close enough genetic 
relative, limited "gestational carriers", no 
suitable habitat, or something else? 

To my mind, the single biggest prob- 
lem is that it would require that living 
elephants be involved in the process. The 
DNA quality for mammoths is great - 
they lived in the Arctic and many 
frozen bones have been recovered 
that have extremely high- 
quality DNA with little 


contamination. The Asian elephant is a 
reasonably close relative, and [Russian 
scientist] Sergey Zimov has been prepar- 
ing a home for them in northeastern 
Siberia that he calls Pleistocene Park. But

elephants are struggling enough as it is to 
sustain their own populations. 

Just because we might be able to de-extinct 
something doesn't mean we should. You ask 
what kind of existence Neanderthals would 
have in the world today. What are the best 
reasons, and what would be your personal 
preference? 

I think the best reason 
to potentially bring 
back a species would 
be to restore interac- 
tions among species 
within a community 
that have been lost 
thanks to that extinc- 
tion, and without 
which other species 
within that commu- 
nity are in danger of 
going extinct. 

One good candidate 
for de-extinction is the 
Morro Bay kangaroo 
rat. This tiny envi- 
ronmental engineer 
disappeared from 
its desert habitat in 
western North America 
only within the past 
few years, and thanks 
to its disappearance, 
the habitat in which it 
lived is rapidly transitioning from a desert 
plain into an arid grassland. Without kan- 
garoo rats digging their complex burrow 
system, a different and less diverse layer of 
vegetation is becoming established, lead- 
ing to a decline in bird species. Without 
burrows, many insects and other small 
animals are without shelter and also in 
danger of disappearing. In this case, it may 
not be too late to bring back the kangaroo 
rat, re-establish these interactions and 
avoid the disappearance of this commu- 
nity of organisms. 

We don't need species that are 100% 
identical to the species that are extinct, 
and as we're not likely to get that, this is 
a good thing. If the goal is to re-establish 
interactions between organisms within 


ecosystems, all we need is to resurrect the 
traits that enabled those interactions to 
take place. 

You discuss moa in the book. Given New 
Zealand's success in saving endangered bird 
species via predator-free islands, should 
we bring them back? As well as a scientific 
curiosity, they would inevitably be a huge 
tourist attraction. 

This is for New 
Zealanders to decide, 
and it's a great idea to 
have the discussion 
before the science 
is actually possible. 

If the reason for the 
extinction is well 
known and can be 
resolved, if there's a 
place for the animals 
to go and thrive in 
the wild and if they'll 
restore interactions 
between other native 
fauna. I'm a fan of the 
idea. 

Of course, it's not 
yet possible to clone 
birds, so we have a 
way to go with the 
technology before moa 
de-extinction might 
be feasible. And New 
Zealanders would have to decide how they 
feel about releasing organisms into the 
wild that aren't 100% pure but are instead 
somewhat genetically modified versions 
of a close relative, and would also have to 
identify a close relative that could be used 
for this work. 

One of the moa's predators was the Haast's 
eagle, which might have weighed 15kg and 
could easily have killed a human. I can't 
imagine loud calls to de-extinct that. 

I'd love to see a Haast's eagle swoop down, 
grab a moa and fly away. Perhaps on TV. 
Okay, maybe we should stick with CGI for 
that one. 

Birds are difficult to clone because of their 


eggs, so does that mean dinosaurs, especially 
given the lack of DNA, are impossible? 

Birds - avian dinosaurs - and non-avian 
dinosaurs do present their own chal- 
lenges. There's no surviving non-avian 
dinosaur DNA, so if one were to bring 
dinosaurs back to life, one would have to 
infer computationally the sequences of 
their genes. Birds are difficult because we 
don't yet know how to clone them - at 
least in the way that scientists in Scotland 
developed to clone Dolly the sheep in the 
mid-1990s. There may be other ways to 
create genetically modified birds, but these 
are also technologies that are in the early 
stages of development. 

There are calls for a hiatus in the editing of the 
human genome. What's your position on this? 

I don't think it'll be possible to stop 
research into using genome-editing tech- 
nology to manipulate the human genome, 
nor do I believe the research should be 
stopped. I do, however, think we need to 
take a step back and slow down; the new 
genome-editing technology is so fast and 
so easy to use that many scientists behind 
its development worry it'll be adopted as 
a way to treat diseases or to select for spe- 
cific traits in developing human embryos 
before it can be thoroughly evaluated with 
regard to safety. The call for the hiatus has 
not been a call to stop research - this is an 
enormously powerful technology that has 
the potential to save and improve lives - 
but to suggest that the technology isn't 
yet ready for clinical use. I agree. I

Violin superstar Sarah 
Chang wants her APO 
performance to be a 
feast for the eyes as 
well as the ears.

N ot even violin virtuosos call all the 
shots. For Sarah Chang, who has 
been playing with the world's lead- 
ing orchestras since her debut with 
the New York Philharmonic at age eight, 
a concert repertoire is to be negotiated, 
not dictated. After all, orchestras must sell 
tickets and Chang, whose tour schedules 
are packed with donor events, knows well 
the need to fund-raise and keep audiences 
on side. 

"What I've noticed is that once you 
premiere a new piece, people will always 
want the tried and true staples: Tchai- 
kovsky, Bruch, Brahms, Mendelssohn. 

It takes a little more encouragement for 
them to try a new piece." 

So she's delighted that for her upcom- 
ing performance with the Auckland 
Philharmonia Orchestra - her first visit to 
New Zealand - she'll play Dvorak's Violin 
Concerto. "The concerto isn't done very 
often," she says. "People know of him for 
the New World Symphony. I'm thrilled to 
be doing something that's slightly not so 
out-of-the-box." 

Chang, 34, was a child prodigy, the 
Korean-American daughter of a violinist 
father and composer mother who first 
learnt violin at age four and a year later 
auditioned for the renowned Juilliard 
School in New York. There she developed 
her love of the great romantic composers, 
the "bread-and-butter" of her repertoire, 
though she performs more varied music 
when the opportunity arises. 

Her numerous accolades and awards 
include having a Yale University chair 
dedicated in her name; becoming the 
youngest person to receive the Hollywood 



Bowl's Hall of Fame award; run- 
ning with the Olympic torch 
in New York in 2004; and 
being honoured as a ^ 

World Economic Fomm 
Young Global Leader 
in 2008. Isaac Stern 
helped choose her 
violin, Yehudi Men- 
uhin declared her to 
be "the most perfect 
and the most ideal 
violinist I have ever 
heard", and she has 
worked with a roll call 
of music royalty: Sir Simon 
Rattle, Sir Colin Davis, Kurt 
Masur, Yo-Yo Ma. 

Renowned for her technical virtuosity 
and emotional depth, hard-working Chang 
lives out of a suitcase. She tours constantly, 
performing 100 concerts a year. Waited on 
since childhood by hotel concierges, she 
admits that back home in Philadelphia 
she's trying to learn basic skills: cooking, 
driving, finding the post office. "I started 
out with cereal and thought, T need to 
learn to do a few things.'" 

But she exudes a friendly charm with 
no hint of the diva, chatting about her 
shoe-eating beagle puppy. Chewy, and 
her hope that Auckland will give her the 
luxury of a day off to play tourist - and 
shop. Chang has a passion for fashion; in 
March she excitedly tweeted that the stage 
door to the Kuala Lumpur theatre she was 
performing in was sandwiched between 
Gucci and Ferragamo: "SO awesome!" 

But this is a passion with a purpose. "I 
love fashion and take it quite seriously. To 
me it's more than just a pretty dress I'm 
going to wear to the concert," she says. 

"I feel that as a soloist I'm there first and 
foremost to serve the composer - and the 
audience. I want glamorous, beautiful and 
elegant. I want something that comple- 
ments the composer." 

What should Auckland audiences 
expect? "I do love colour; especially when 
the orchestra is in black, a pop of colour 
is nice to see," says Chang. The venue's 
decor also helps determine her choice. 
"The last thing you want is people to leave 
thinking, 'Oh my God, what was that 
dress?' I want them to have a feast, not 
just for their ears." I 
Sarah Chang performs with the Auckland 
Philharmonia Orchestra on April 30 at the 
Auckland Town Hall.

MarkZuckerberg: literary 
inspiration.

F acebook founder Mark Zuckerberg is 
clearly the inspiration for this tech 
thriller, which plots the seven-year 
rise of the network to end all social 
networks. Russian emigre Andrei Koss 
is a Stanford University student toiling 
away in his dorm with friends Ben and 
Kevin on Fishbowl, a meta-network that 
scrapes together profiles and updates 
from everywhere else to give users '"deep 
connectedness". 

That term takes on a more 
sinister tone as Fishbowl rapidly 
attracts millions then hundreds of 
millions of users. Along the way it 
becomes a platform for advertisers 
manipulating the buying 
masses with computer- 
generated avatars that 
post photos and chat 
like real people and 
right-wing extrem- 
ists planning terror 
attacks. 

There are plenty of 
all-night coding ses- 
sions, tense meetings 
with venture capital- 
ists and extravagant 
Palo Alto parties, all 
realistically drawn 
by Glass, whose previ- 
ous political thrillers Ultimatum 
and End Game have won him 
comparisons with Tom Clancy 
and Michael Crichton. Glass, 
however, is a pseudonym. 


F orget shoot-outs, blackmail and a 
mounting body count. This isn’t a 
thriller of the Clancy kind, more a 
moral tale that inhabits the uncertain 
world of the tech start-up, tracking a tight 
cast of tech geeks battling to remain tme 
to the original Fishbowl vision as the com- 
pany valuations get bigger and bigger. 

But in the wake of the Arab Spring, NSA 
spying revelations and several multi- 
billion-dollar tech sharemarket listings. 
Fishbowl struggles to produce as many 
surprises as real life. Ben Mezrich's The 
Accidental Billionaires was a racier ver- 
sion of the Facebook story - and it 
was non-fiction. 

Yet there’s an intriguing mes- 
sage here about technology and 
unintended consequences. As one 
of Andrei’s partners gloomily 
ponders just days after Fish- 
bowl’s $200 billion listing on 
the Nasdaq: "We’ve all sold 
our souls for a homepage and 
a search engine. The world is 
getting exactly the internet it 
deserves.’’ I

Lines of duty 

A new symphony 
combines music with 
letters sent home 
from the battlefields.

M ichael Williams' new sym- 
phony, Letters from the Front, 
commissioned by the New 
Zealand Symphony Orchestra 
for its Spirit ofAnzac concerts, 
tells in words and music of the devasta- 
tion, violence, chaos and grief suffered by 
all in a world at war. It's a work that looks 
back to honour the memory of the sol- 
diers who stormed ashore on the Gallipoli 
beaches 100 years ago, but its content is 
also of urgent relevance today. 

The subject of war is something Wil- 
liams says he seems unable to escape from. 
His 2011 opera The Juniper Passion, set in 
1944 during the Battle of Monte Cassino, 
dealt with events that personally involved 
librettist John Davies' father, who fought 
there. A flute piece written for Adrianna 
Lis, When We Fell, was inspired by what 
she told Williams of the suffering of her 
Polish forebears in World War II. 

In the new symphony, the narrated text 
includes letters sent home by Williams' 
great-grandfather, who was killed at Pass- 
chendaele in 1917. In Williams' words, "It 
is the simple love expressed from a father 
who was never to return from Europe to 
his children that I found deeply moving." 

More than just personal anger and angst 
is at the fore in his music, says Williams. 
For Letters from the Front, he sought out 
other correspondence and journal entries 
from soldiers of various countries to add 
to his great-grandfather's notes. "There

were some lines that stood out for me, 
such as a soldier, traumatised by a battle in 
which he'd lost friends, writing: 'My heart 
is so shattered that I don't know whether 
it's broken or not.' Those words, translated 
into Latin, are treated as a refrain in the 
symphony. 

"Every one of us in New Zealand has 
been scarred by the past, affected in some 
way or another by World War I or II,

having lost grandfathers, fathers, uncles 
or whatever. In those wars, because we 
were part of the Commonwealth, we felt 
we had to take part. Those world wars and 
Vietnam might have taught us that we 
should be making our own decisions, but 
we seem to have learnt nothing and are 
still being pressured into conflicts as the 
price of being part of a 'club'. It's not the 
Commonwealth any more - now it's for 
much more insidious and altogether less 
noble reasons." 

Williams' symphony is in three move- 
ments. The first is purely orchestral but in 
the second and third there is a narrator - 
George Henare - who reads excerpts from 
the letters while soprano soloist Madeleine 
Pierard sings the Latin refrain and Wilfred 
Owen's poem Arms and the Boy. The New 
Zealand Youth Choir supports, and Benja- 
min Northey conducts. 

Does Williams hope the warnings of 
his symphony might have the power to 
change the way our generals and politi- 
cians think and act? "As long as they have 
open ears," he says, "I hope that anyone 
can be moved." I 

Letters from the Front w\\\ be performed 
alongside l/l/dr/Wus/c (by Australian composer 
James Ledger, with words by Paul Kelly) at 
Wellington's Michael Fowler Centre on April 
22, and the Auckland Town Hall on April 23.

original release, I find it hard to imagine 
it being improved by anything Cole- 
man could have offered.

hen Shihad released the 
powerful, political Fvey 
(pronounced Five Eyes) in 
the lead-up to last year's 
election, it was justly hailed 
as their best this century. It marked the 


group's reconciliation with Jaz Coleman, 
founder of British industrial-rockers Kill- 
ing Joke, who had produced their debut 
Chum but fallen out with the group over 
the follow-up. 

After Chum, Shihad - young and burn- 
ing with ideas - had been ready to record 
again, but Coleman was busy, so the Wel- 
lington quartet went ahead without him, 
with local engineer Malcolm Welsford 
overseeing production. When the result- 
ing album. Killjoy, came out, Coleman 
sued, citing a contractual clause granting 
him first refusal. The group had to work 
day jobs (in record stores, among other 
places) to pay him off. 

Listening to Killjoy 20 years on from its 


kilter waltz. You Again is as deceptive and 
indomitable as the best Led Zeppelin. 

Later, with the self-titled Shihad and 
US-recorded The General Electric, Shihad 
would bend in different ways to meet 
market expectations, leaning closer to pop 
on the former, acquiring the veneer of nu 
metal on the latter. But on Killjoy, the only 
expectations they are satisfying are their 
own and they're clearly buzzing on it. To 
mark the 20th anniversary of its release, 
it has been reissued in several formats, 
including vinyl.

I Parsons towards the end of Drylands, 
her third album. The song is called GetOut 
Alive and she does, though the episode 
makes the singer wonder what might have 
happened to her physical possessions had 
she not. What would become of her books, 
her rings? Who would wear her clothes? 
"They would be useless, I suppose." 

That meeting of mortality and the mun- 
dane is a small but atypical moment in a set 
of songs that frequently employs the image 
of an accident or wreck but doesn't usually 
ground it in such concrete details. More 
often it's a metaphor for the sideswipes, 
prangs and write-offs of her emotional life. 

"I dig through the rubble of this burnt out 
heart," she sings in Good Together, looking 
for the black box that will tell her 
where a good relationship went 
wrong. 

But the vehicle also represents 
escape. Non Communicado finds her 
heading east, "back to the dry lands" 
with "window down, wagon full", to 
get away from a partner who has turned 
sullen and mute. In Far North Coast, she 
has crossed a continent to see the face of a 
former lover but is going to make sure she 
gets out of town before getting tied down 


again. And when it seems she 
might have found the perfect mate in Driv- 
ing Man, he and the vehicle become almost 
the same thing. 

Parsons' songs are built on simple folk- 
country chords, but her melodies have a 


pop quality that blooms satisfyingly in the 
choruses. Drylands is easily her best album 
yet, and producer/guitarist Gerry Paul has 
created wide landscapes for these traveller's 
songs to move through.

A couple of songs into Anika Moa's new 
album, it becomes apparent the big 
strummed guitar that usually sits at 
the centre of her sound is being given more 
than just a few bars' rest. In fact, until the 
final track there's very little guitar 
to be found at all on Queen at the 
Table, and where it does appear, it's 
usually disguised to sound more 
like some unspecified piece of 
electronic gadgetry. 

Credit collaborator Jol 
Mulholland - ironically, a guitarist 
himself - with this revision of Moa's musical 
wardrobe. He has dressed these latest songs 
in the clothes of cool mid-80s soul. There 
are low vibrations from keyboard basses, 
higher things that blip and bleep and any 
number of retro synthesisers bubbling over 
glitchy percussion loops. Moa responds 
vocally with some of her most soulful 
performances. On Lover, her voice bends 
and glides in a series of wordless woos 


against the sparse synthy backdrop. 

But if the sound leans to retro soul, Moa's 
songwriting remains firmly in the confes- 
sional tradition, using a relationship crisis 
as the locus for explorations of her feel- 
ings. It's the usual range: jealousy, 
justification, regret and resignation, 
sometimes two or more of these 
competing for the same line. "I'm 
only human, I broke your heart," 
she sings in These Lonely Tears I Cry 
For You. 

Although Queen attheTable 
can be heard as a song cycle, tracking a 
marriage break-up through the stages of 
recovery, it's more effective when taken as a 
series of individual tracks, the best of which 
are downbeat but no downer. The lonely- 
on-the-dancefloor song is a noble tradition, 
and in the best of these songs Moa adds 
valuably to the canon.

It's no criticism of the film to say that 
it can't live up to this bottled-lightning 
status for non-Russian audiences. Kolia, a 
hard-drinking hothead with a business in 
a down-at-heel town on the shores of the 
Barents Sea, is stmggling to fight the local 
mayor's attempts to force him off his land. 
He enlists the help of a lawyer friend from 
Moscow.

TESTAMENT OF YOUTH 
directed by James Kent 


I f you were looking for a three-word 
title for a story of young adulthood 
and wanted something that would 
sound at once dated and earnest, you 
could do worse than Testament of Youth. To 
the contemporary ear, it suggests someone 
who stands a little too close and then 
leans in to share uninvited confidences, 
and this is because it isn't a contemporary 
phrase. Vera Brittain chose it for the first 
volume of her memoirs in 1933. 

Brittain was a poet, a novelist, a journal- 
ist and a first-wave feminist; as a young 
woman from a well-to-do family, she had 
to fight her father for the right to apply 
to Oxford. ("Why should I pay for that? 


You'll only get married.") She enrolled in 
1914, just in time to watch her brother, 
her fiance and most of their friends go 
off to war. She left university to become 
a nurse the following year, and ended up 
serving in France close behind the front 
lines. 


Anyone who detects a slightly fusty 
intensity in the title of Brittain's memoir 
has correctly diagnosed the mood of the 
big-screen adaptation, but it would be 
a mistake to let this put you off. Alicia 
Vikander, who anchors the cast as Brittain, 
is Swedish, a detail that's relevant only 
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because you'd never guess it: her mastery 
of accents is one aspect of a remarkable 
broad-spectmm talent. There are several 
established actors in Testament of Youth 
- Miranda Richardson, Dominic West, 
Emily Watson - but the film rests firmly 
on the shoulders of its younger cast, all

relative unknowns and all very good. 

Rob Hardy's photography is gorgeous 
throughout, but the moments when you 
tend to notice this arrive according to an 
unusual rhythm. The film is predomi- 
nantly intimate in scale, the story of one 
young woman and her friends. Mostly we 
see them in close-up, and mostly it's the 
strength of their feelings for each other 
that animates and drives the story. But 
every so often we're given widescreen 
takes that allow the quality of the camera 
work to become more obvious and also 
acknowledge the existence of a wider 
world - the world that at first beckons to 
Brittain like a promise, and then crashes 
into her life as a threat. 

It's that threat that justifies the film's 
earnestness, its implicit claim that these 
privileged, self-involved kids deserve 
both our time and our sympathy. The 
mood of high seriousness is notably out 
of step with our irony-saturated modern 
sensibility. It's entirely to director James 
Kent's credit that this film feels as if it 
could have been made 70 years ago.

North's 3C was simple Stayman, asking for a 
four-card major. (Since it so common to open 
2NT with a five-card major, most tournament 
players use 3C to ask initially for a five-card 
major. If the opener denies one with 3D, 
responder can then bid a four-card major to 
look for a 4-4 fit.) How would you play 6S on 
a club lead? 


Declarer drew tmmps and then played 
three more rounds of clubs. This brought the 
information that both defenders had started 
with five cards in the black suits. What now? 

One possibility was to play three rounds 
of hearts, hoping that the defender who won 
the third round would have to lead from the 
diamond king (or concede a mff-and-discard). 
The snag with this line was that unless hearts 
were 5-2, the defenders could probably choose 
which of them won the third round of hearts. 
If West held Q-lO-x of hearts and K-x-x-x-x 
of diamonds, for example, he would unblock 
the heart queen on the first or second round, 
allowing his partner to win the third round of 
hearts with the jack. If hearts were indeed 5-2, 
the defender with the doubleton heart would 
hold six diamonds and be a big favourite to 
hold the diamond king. 

Declarer therefore took another line. He 
cashed the two top hearts and played ace and 
another diamond. West won with the king 
and had to give a ruff-and-discard. Slam made!

So many names 

This time it’s personal for Sam Neill as he explores a century 

of Anzac myth and reality. by entertainment editor FIONA RAE 


A personal story will 
always bring history 
to life better than 
any number of dusty 
texts and that’s 
the lens through which Sam 
Neill traverses the story of the 
Anzacs in his documentary 
Anzac: Tides of Blood (Maori, 
Anzac Day, 7.00am and 8.00pm). 

Coming from a long line of 
soldiers, Neill is in a perfect 
position to explore Anzac 
myth and reality and how we 
remember through memorials. 


ceremonies and art. He begins 
at the Otago Peninsula memo- 
rial, where the names of two of 
his relatives are listed: a great 
uncle and his father’s cousin. 

"Memorials have always 
fascinated me,” says Neill. 

"The film is about how we 
remember, what we remember, 
why we should remember 
and the actual physical 
manifestation of what we 
remember. In every little 
town in New Zealand there’s 
a memorial, and you think. 


’There are so many names.’” 

Although he admits "the 
film’s as much about ques- 
tions as it is about answers”, 
Neill explores the Anzac hold 
on our imagination and why 
it is that Gallipoli, above all 
other campaigns, is so potent. 
"That’s one of the puzzles that 
we try to unlock in the course 
of this - why Gallipoli?” he 
says. "Particularly as it was 
such a stuff-up.” 

The feature-length docu- 
mentary doesn’t just stick with 


World War I - there are 100 
years of history, some of it 
through Neill’s own experience 
of having a grandfather who 
died in Belgium and a father 
who came back from the war 
and, like many men, hardly 
said a word about it. "It was a 
closed subject - 1 think they 
just wanted to get on with life. 
It’s popularly thought that the 
50s in New Zealand were really 
boring and I think they were 
boring, but they were boring 
for a reason - anything other

April 25 is a full day of Anzac 
programming on Sky's History 
Channel, which Australian view- 
ers will especially enjoy. Gallipoli 
from Above (History, Sky 073, 
4.30pm) looks at how a team 
of Australian officers planned 
the landing at Anzac Cove with 
the aid of information gathered 
by an aircraft carrier, a tethered 
balloon and a squadron of 


biplanes. Deadline Gallipoli: 

The Full Story (History, Sky 073, 
7.30pm) is a behind-the-scenes 
doco about the making of the 
miniseries Deadline Gallipoli, 
which is based on the story 
of four journalists who were 
prevented from telling the real 
story of the disastrous Gallipoli 
campaign. Sam Worthington, 
who stars in the series, narrates. 


Shovels and Guns (Maori, 
7.00pm). As it's done for the 
past nine years, Maori Televi- 
sion is devoting the entire day 
to Anzac programming, with 
live reports by Judy Bailey 
from Gallipoli and coverage of 
the services at Anzac Cove and 
Chunuk Bair from 2.30pm and 
10.30pm.

"We go there 
with a mindset of some players who are at 
the peak of their careers in terms of form," 
he told Stuff. 


Gallipoli: The Last Anzacs Tell All (History, 

Sky 073, 8.30pm) features interviews with 
some of the last remaining solders and is 
narrated by Aussie actor JackThompson. 
Episodes of Tony Robinson's Tour of Duty are 
peppered throughout the day on History, 
including the Auckland episode at 1.30pm, 
in which his community roadshow rocks up 
to Auckland War Memorial Museum to meet 
the locals and check out the memorabilia. 

Prime's contribution to Anzac Day 
includes a repeat of The Forgotten General 
(6.00pm), the local documentary about 
Major General Sir Andrew Hamilton Russell, 
who commanded the NZ Mounted Rifles at 


Gallipoli and the NZ Division on the Western 
Front. He's the one leader to have emerged 
from Gallipoli with honour, and is regarded 
by some as one of the best commanders 
on the Western Front. The Anzac-adjacent 
documentary Bomber Boys (Prime, 7.30pm) 
follows, featuring the fabulous McGregor 
boys - actor Ewan and his brother Colin, 
who have already presented a documentary 
about the Battle of Britain and now explore 
the history of Bomber Command during 
World War II. In addition, Colin, an RAF pilot, 
learns to fly the key aircraft of the war, the 
Lancaster bomber, of which there are only 
two in the world that are still airworthy.

What’s 
happening to 
John Campbell 
is a rerun of the 
Mark Sainsbury 
fiasco. 


T he fresh-faced young 
bloke looked around 
our TVS parliamentary 
press gallery office, 
clasping and unclasping 
his hands, sometimes wrig- 
gling the knot in his tie and 
occasionally straightening his 
impeccably pressed suit jacket. 
It was his first day on the job 
in the early 1990s and the 
newborn TVS was struggling 
financially, but it had a strong, 
if under-rating, early-evening 
news programme and he 
and I were its political team. 

Freshly arrived from a job 
in radio news and before 
that the world of stock- 
broking, the young John 
Campbell expressed mild 
alarm that he wasn’t quite 
sure what he should be 
doing in terms of reportage. 
"It’s easy,” I said. "Find out 
what the rest of the gallery 
are saying and say the oppo- 
site. Chances are you’ll be 
right and at least people will 
take notice.” A cynical state- 
ment but accurate in that 
TVS needed a separate edito- 
rial line to the established 
media - it needed to look 
different, sound different 
and make a strong impact. 


That young Campbell bloke 
has been doing it for the 25 
years since and I doubt he 
needed my advice in the first 
place. Now, in one of the 
most spectacular failings of 
broadcasting human resources 
practice since I committed sim- 
ilar bungles at TVNZ more than 
a decade ago, Campbell has 
his neck stuck firmly in TVS’s 
noose. A quarter of a century’s 
loyal service has been rewarded 
with humiliation and unbear- 
ably suspenseful job insecurity. 
It’s a gift for a good employ- 
ment lawyer but a tragedy for 
someone who’s dedicated so 
much time to becoming the 
country’s best television cur- 
rent affairs journalist. 


C ampbell Live is "under 
review”, a euphemistic 
term in broadcasting that 


usually means "we’re going to 
axe you once we’ve figured out 
what to do in the same time 
slot”. 

The last chap to suffer 
a similar review was Mark 
Sainsbury with his Close 
Up show on TVl. He was 
unceremoniously and 
uncharitably dumped and 
the replacement programme. 
Seven Sharp, went on to do a 
kamikaze-like death plunge 
for 12 months before painfully 
climbing back in the viewer 
ratings to the level of support 
Close Up had enjoyed. 

Both reviews prove the old 
Hunter S Thompson adage 
that "the TV business is uglier 
than most things. It is nor- 
mally perceived as some kind 
of cmel and shallow money 
trench through the heart of 
the journalism industry, a long

plastic hallway where thieves 
and pimps mn free and good 
men die like dogs, for no good 
reason.” 

The good reason cited is 
usually ratings, but in the 
case of Campbell Live and 
Close Up, the argument can 
be made that they rated as 
well as anything else would 
and probably better. Campbell 
Live consistently attracts more 
eyeballs than its preceding 
news programme, which was 
gutted of its audience lead 
when the TVS top brass gave 
away the high-rating lead-in 
show Home and Away at 
5.30pm. 

Maybe the review will not 
see the end of nightly televi- 
sion current affairs; perhaps 
TVS will shrink its news to 
so minutes and mn a half- 
hour current affairs show off 
the back of it. Perhaps even 
Campbell may front that, 
but somehow I doubt it. 

The leadership at TVS prefer 
entertainment they think will 
bring in viewers, and at best, 
they’d want some kind of 
tabloid. Fox News-style show. 

Seven Sharp is a light maga- 
zine show and seems to hold 
on to One News viewers, but 
it’s not true current affairs. 
That, it seems, is on its death- 
bed and that’s the saddest 
part of the story. 

The curious thing is Camp- 
bell and I are on opposite 
sides of the political fence yet 
I support him and what he 
does. It’s called giving viewers 
a choice where soon none 
will exist. I
